JAPAN, 
YOKOHAMA. 

Dates are to the Ist February. The London mail of the 26th. 
November arrived out on the 25th January. 

The newspapers received by this mail may, perhaps happily, 
be said to contain nothing worth extracting. All is quiet ; and 
in the intervals of business the inhabitants of the settlement 
have been enabled to amuse themselves unchecked by appre- 
hension or anxiety. The lovers of skating have bad a long 
burst of that pastime ; the Garrison Games were held on the 
26th January ; and equestrians have begun to resort in con- 
siderable numbers to the splendid Park-road (from the Bluf 
and Creek, round the Mississippi Valley and hills), which is now 
near completion. 

Colonel Fishor, the United States Consul, is accused of being 
opposed to the establishment of a Municipal Council on 
the plan proposed ; and the difficulties bo has it in 
his power to throw in the way of a Council formed 
without his sanction are great. The Japan Herald 
says :—“Though many respectable Americaus sre, we kuow, 
willing to pay their share of the expenses, and conform to the 
rules of a municipal body, still, especially ou questions of keep- 
ing order in the streets and in licensing and coutrolling public 
houses, the municipality would be constantly iu collision with 
the United States Consul, and we fear that almost insuperable 
difficulty would be found in working it.” However, we learn 
that a meeting of the delegates elected by all the other 
nationalities, to decide finally on the question, was appointed 
for the. 6th February. 

Several cases of smallpox had occurred in the camp and 
afloat, but we hear of none amongst the civil community. 
A scheme for an ice-house has been started by Mr. Risley, who 
is supported by a list of subscribers, who are willing to unite 
in providing means for the erection of the necessary structure,

or natives. Our readers will reciHevt the circumstunces of a 
case that occurred during last December, in which av English- 
man named Dodds fired recklesaly into Chinose boat, and 
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mortally wounded a woman. The prisoner was sentenced to 
deportation, and to pay a fine of $500. 

‘A mecting of the pew-renters, and others interested in the 
English Church at this port, was held at the British Consulate. 
Sir Harry Parkes occupied the chair, The report for the past 
year was read, and the accounts submitted and passed. After 
Tmuch discussion, it was resolved that Mr. G. G. Scott’s plans 
for the new cburch, as enlarged by Mr. Kidner, be adopted, 
and that the appointment of a clerk of the works be left in 
the hands of the trustees. It was also resolved that building 
operations shall commence so soon as, in addition to the sum 
of Tls. 25,000 at present available, Tis. 20,000 shall be col- 
lected. The remainder of the sum required will subsequently 
be raised by mortgage, or by such other means as may seem 
advisable to the pew-renters, ‘The plans submitted by Mr. 
Kidner will afford room for seven hundred and fifty sittings, 
while Mr. Scott’s plan, if adopted in its integrity, would accom- 
modate no more than four hundred and sixty. A letter from 
the Sceretary of the Municipal’ Council, proposing that a 
portion of the Church compound should be devoted to the 
erection, of a town-hall, and enclosing plan, was read, but it was 
unanimously resolved that the Church compound should not 
be infringed upon,

We have already announced the anticipated departure of the 
67th Regiment, and we now learn from intelligence lately re- 
ceived from Hong Kong that the 2nd Beloochees and the 22nd 
Regiment of Madras Infantry will leave for India within this 
month or carly in the next, while the 99th have been counter- 
mandcd, ‘Taku and Shanghai will thus be left without the 
protection of a forcign garrison, but there will be two regiments 
stationed at Hong Kong and one in Japan, which will suffice to 
ensure the safety of the foreign settlements. 

A second report has been issued by Mr. Clarke to the Muni- 
cipal Council of Shanghai respecting the bund line, upon 
which the North China Herald has the following remarks :— 


The deterioration of the river channel, the inconvenience 
and offensiveness of the mud bank—which is extending so 
rapidly in advance of the buud—and the utter insufficiency of 
the present jettics, have been so often dilated ou and are so 
fully admitted, that to insist further on the necessity for adopt- 
ing some remedial measures is needless, The urgency of the 
ease is fully admitted by everyone except the Chinese ; but 
they, while acquiescing with apathetic readiness in every repre- 
sentation made on the subject, appear utterly unable to con- 
template the necessary improvements otherwise than as a 
remote contingency. ‘The closing of the Soochow creek alone 
appears to excite some anxiety in their minds. When, ono 
recent occasion, Mr. Clarke marked out the proposed new bund 
line for the Taotai’s inspection, the latter approved compla- 
cently of his suggestions, but said that Peking must be con- 
sulted before so extensive a design could be carried out. When, 
however, the possibility of walking across the Soochow creek 
at low water was practically demonstrated, he suddenly mani- 
fested a much deeper interest. 

The weather has been changeable, with two days of nearly 
continuous rain, The thermometer shows maximum by day 
68 deg., aud the minimum by night 34 deg., against maximum 
70 deg. aud minimum 33 deg, the register during the previous 
week, 

Tseng Kuo Tsueh, whose degradation we mentioned some 
weeks ago, has since died, either by his own hand, as some 
assert, or from disease brought on by exposure and dissipation. 

The clipper ship Serica arrived in ninety-five days from 
Torbay. Tne Serica was the first ship home last year, and she 
has now added additional renown to her name. Last year the 
Fiery Cross accomplished the run in the same time.

Mr. T. B. Twiss has also made over his estate to J. D. Cope 
and W. Cheshire. 

Tho members of the Sussex and Northern Lodges, the Zion 
Chapter, and the Celestial Encampment met at a Masonic 
banquet given by them in honour of R. W. Bro. S. Rawson, 
P.P.G.M., P.G.S. of Royal Arch Masonry, and P.G.C. of Templar 
Masonry in China. R. W. Bro. Rawson’s departure from Ching 
will be deeply felt by the brethren in Shanghai, as for many 
years, both at this place and in the south, he has devoted his at- 
tention to the advancement of the interests of the craft. 

A general meeting of the Shanghai Rowing’ Club was held on. 
the 2nd of February, when Mr. Hayes, the Hon. Sec., presented 
the balance-shect for the past year. The old committee having 
retired in accordance with the rules, Mr. Maitland proposed 
that the following gentlemen should form the committee for the- 
ensuing year :—H. W. Dent, Esq., |R. C, Antrobus, Esq., H. 
S. Geary, Esq., W. Stout, Esq., Captain; H. Cope, Esq., Hon.. 
Sec. Mr, Hayes seconded, Carried unanimously. 

A trial of some interest took place before the Consul, Sir H. 
Parkes, between the owners of the ship Her Majesty, and 
Dadabhoy and Co., on the 24th of January :— 

The parties to this suit had agreed, by a charter-party dated September 
14, 1864, that the shp Her Majesty should take on board at Shanghai a 
cargo of cotton, or other merchandise, and therewith proceed to London: 
or Liverpool, as ordered by the charterers; the ship to have a lien 
on cargo for freight £3. 10s. per ton of 50 cubic feet. Seventy 
working days to be allowed, and demurrage beyond that time 
to be paid by the charterers at the rate of $80 a day. The 

laintiffs had done everything to entitle them to have the cargo on. 
ard the ship, but the defendants had not fulfilled their agreement, 
and the plaintiffs claimed £6,500 in consequence.—The defendants re~ 
plied that the time allowed for the loading of the vessel had not elapsed, 
and that the plaintiffs had wrongfully refused to receive cargo tendered by 
the defendants in pursuance of the agreement which had been concluded 
between them. ‘The plaintiffs had thus discharged defendants from the 
performance of the charter-party. 
The Court decided that the charter-party continued in force, 
and ordered Messrs, Dadabhoy 80 Mexican dollars demurrage 
per day, from the 7th to the 24th Jan., and after that date 100 
do. per day. 

Another action before the same Court 'was between the 
master and owners of the steamer Titan, and the master and 
owners of the steamer Fire Dart, and vice versd. This was @ 
cross action in which both cases were merged in one by mutual 
consent, ‘The plaint brought on the part of the steamer Fire 
Dart was to the effect that the persons having the management 
of the steamer Titan did on or about the 7th of January, 1865, 
in or near the entrance to the Wongpoo, so negligently and un- 
skilfully navigate and direct their vessel that she came into 
violent collision with the steamer Fire Dart, and in consequence 
the Fire Dart was greatly injured ond delayed ; the collision was 
entirely attributable to their faultand misconduct,and the sum of 
tls|1,453 was claimed as compensation./On the partof the Tian 
a general denial was made of the above charge. The cases 
occupied a long time in the trying, and so conflicting was the 
evidence that, had not the disinterested evidence of Lieutenant. 
Chowne, of the Barossa, who witnessed the collision been 
forthcoming, the Court would have found difficulty in deciding. 
That officer's evidence, however, showed that the ire Dart put 
her helm a-port, in order to avoid collision with a vessel that 
was approaching her on her starboard bow. The rule that two- 
ships meeting should put their helms a-port was misapplied. 
under these circumstances ; as it is only intended to be fol- 
lowed when vessels meet “end on, or nearly end on,” and this 
could not be construed to mean two or three points on either 
board. When collision became imminent, the Jian stopped 
her engines and put her helm hard a-starboard, while the Fire 
Dart simplykept her helm hard a-port, without attempting to 
stop, and kept her engines going even during the time that tho 
vessels were in collision. The Court therefore decided in favour 
of the Titan. 

HANKOW, 

We learn that so much apprehension is felt lest the rebels. 
should spread into the adjacent provinces, that Tseng Kuo-fan 
has detached five thousand picked men, under an experienced 
general, to guard the city of Ying-chou-fu, on the borders of the 
Anhuei province, about two hundred miles south of Kai-fung. 
It is strange that the Mahometansdid not scize the opportunity 
afforded by the unsettled state of the empire during the Taip- 
ing occupation to push their designs, but if they now prosecute 
their present undertaking the insurrection will in, all proba- 
bility prove as serious in its character as was the Taiping 
ement, 
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HONG KONG. 

The French mail of 17th Dec. arrived out on the Ist Feb. ; 
the English mail of 26th on the 7th. The dates are now down 
to the 15th. 3 

The leading item of interest was the robbery of the vaults 
of the Central Bank of India. It appears that the amount 
carried off by the thieves is somewhere about $115,000. Of 
that sum a small portion has been recovered. The affair was 
managed by means of a tunnel, which was dug between a drain 
and the floor of the bank’s treasury vault, a distance of sixty 
feet. A flag was raised up and entrance to the vault obtained. 
Here were many bags of dollars, four boxes of gold bars, 
several boxes of small silver coin, and $63,000 in bank notes, 
The bank not having a note-issue of its own, the notes wero 
those of various other banks, and their numbers had not 
been taken, it not being customary in Hong Kong to keep 
the numbers of bank-notes on hand. Two boxes of 
gold bars were removed, as well as all the paper money, 
also two bags of dollars and a box of ten-cent pieces: 
The authorities at Canton and Macao were at once communi- 
cated with, so that they might be upon the alert, and we hear 
that some arrests have been made at Macao. The police of 
Hong Kong made vigilant search throughout tho city and the 
island, and succeeded in apprehending between twenty and 
thirty men on suspicion, On the person of one of them was 
found $5,755, and two bars of gold having the bank’s mark upon 
them. Further search being made, seven gold ingots were 
found on the premises (a matshed at Wanchi) where the man 
(along with others since discharged for want of evidence) was 
taken. The latter has admitted his guilt, and has given up the 
names of eight Chinamen who were engaged with him in the 
robbery. He has also made statements which, with other 
evidence of a direct nature, have led to the taking into custody 
of the bank’s comprador, two shrofis, and two coolies. The 
charges against them have been made at the Police Magistrate's 
Court, and a remand granted for the production of further 
evidence. 

#LM.’s troop ship Tamar has arrived with the 2nd Battalion 
9th Regt. from Gibraltar. She is to proceed to the Cape with 
the 99th Regt., and thence home with return troops. 

The weather had been unseasonably warm, and the hope of 
any winter was almost given up. 

— The Fiery Cross arrived from England in 88 days, from pilot 
to pilot. 

The Evening Mail notices the following items :— 

The competition between the H.K.V.A. and the H.K.V.R— 
or the carbine versus the long Enfield, resulted in a slight ad- 
vantage to the former, the scores being 440 against 412, A 
few remarks were made concerning the prospects of the race 
meeting ; and as tho various classes of horses are this year well 
represented, while it is said they will likewise be unusually 
well ridden, the races next weck promise to be as full of in- 
terest as on any previous occasion, There was a meeting of 
the Legislative Council, when some rather important matters 
were disposed of. The most serious part of the business was 
the defeat, on the second reading, of the Limited Liability Ordi- 
nance; this has aroused a strong feeling against the pseudo- 
popular element, in the Legislative Council, and an effort will 
probably be made for some reform in that direction. The Gover- 
nor, it is believed, is himself in favour of the defeated measure ; 
and were he to exercise his prerogative of passing iton his own 
responsibility, it is very certain that he would be supported by 
public opinion. The military mulct was likewise formally con- 
summated by the production of the reply of the Secretary for 
the Colonies brushing away every objection, and giving in- 
structions to raise the money wauted, Other colonies have been 
treated in much the same way; and we observe from some 
Cape Colony papers that the Mauritius has been subjected to 
an increase of £13,000 a year, raising the sum now annually 
raised there to £45,000. An indignant member of the Council 
there showed some spirit by stigmatising it as “a peremptory 
summons,” “an autocratic act,” and so forth ; but the money, 
of course, was voted ; and Cape Colony is in momentary ex- 
pectation of a like demand. ‘Ibe autocratic element is a some- 
what novel feature as thus presented in English administra- 
tion, 

His Royal Highness, Lee-Shai-yin, Shee-king, and Imperia! 
Protector General of the Celestial Dynasty—for such are the 
high-sounding, though rather empty, titles assumed by the 
rebel chiet;/Sbi- Wong—is now at Changchow, between Foochow 
and Amoy, and has employed his leisure moments in composing 





two proclamations, which for philanthropic professions and en- 
ticing promises of doubtfal value, are almost unequalled. And 
yet they are of some importance, for they show how little con- 
fidence he feele in his own success, and the utter mistrust of 
those to whom he appeals. His first manifesto is merely an 
apology for his rebellion, winding up with a touching 
reference to the past wickedness and deserved downfall 
of the present dynasty, and calling on the people to aid 
him in his self-imposed task. In his second he changes his 
tone a little, and, alluding to the crops which are now ready for 
harvest, aud had been deserted on his approach by the inhabi- 
tants, who fled with all their portable goods to the nearest 
cities, he says, “Come and gather in your fruits without fear, 
and humbly pay your taxes to me,” and goes on to pledge him- 
seld that no harm shall accrue to them from his soldiers, if 
they will only accede to his demands. This may be all very 
fair and straightforward, or it may be only a lure, and ag 
such the Chinese are inclined to consider it. The penalty 
of non-payment of taxes is more than dimly hinted at in the 
“proclamation ;” and as it is possible (1) that many of the 
farming population may have no ready cash to pay the taxes 
with; (2) that the taxes may be so high as to leave little or 
nothing to make farming worth while to the husbandman ; (3) 
that the people have rio faith whatever in rebel promises; or 
(4) that they would not be able to got a fair market for their 
grain when it was gathered in, but would have to sell it to 
the followers of the Shi Wong at the latter’s own price, it is 
not likely that the proclamation will have the effect of luring 
the fugitive peasantry within the rebel lines. The whole spirit 
of the document evinces a desire to inspire confidence in the 
people, and it directly confesses that such confidence has been 
lost, if indeed it ever existed, which is doubtful. It is quite 
clear that, as a body, the Chinese are much more inclined to 
remain as they are, than to risk their lives, or property, for 
other new rulers, 

The Canton Observer has been recently established at 
Canton. 

As the White Cloud steamer was returning to Hong Kong, a 
young man, who lately was clerk in 8 good position ut Canton, 
made a most determined effort at suicide by leaping overboard, 
but was fortunately rescued just in time. 

At the Queen’s Theatre Madame Denet has earned laurels 
in “The Creole,” aud Miss Jenny Arnot in “Nan Good! for 
Nothing.” Mr. Taylor also acted creditably on the occasion of 
his benefit, as William in “Black-eyed-Susan.” The “Lady 
of Lyons” brought out Miss Edorimand Mr. Creswick very 
favourably. 

A fire broke out ina matshed situated just below Messrs. 
Dent and Co.’s new stables. The flames, quickly spreading, 
caught the matsheds under which the building is going on, and 
had it not been for the energy displayed by some of the specta- 
tors in pulling down a portion to leeward, much greater damage 
might have been done ; as it was, a pretty large stack of wood 
in the gorge beneath was entirely destroyed. Messrs. Dent 
and Co.’s and the police engines were quickly on the spot. 
It is stated that, in order to cover the military coutribution 
of £20,000 per annum, a stamp-tax must be introduced 
as in India and Singapore.’ We hope the residents will be 
able to avoid such a vexatious impost on mercantile opera- 
tions. 

On the Voluntecrs the China Mail says :—After three years’ 
existence the Volunteer Corps of Hong Kong cuntinues to 
flourish, having been, moreover, strengthened by a company of 
Rifles and an excellent band, which latter continues to practise 
with undiminished ardour, and to improve with. more than 
usual speed. Since the departure from the colony of Major 
Brine, RE, who so effiently discharged the duties of 
colonel to the corps, Major Scott, of H.M.’s 22nd NL, has 
been elected colonel, but, unfortunately, that regiment is about 
to be withdrawn, and it will be necessary to obtain the services 
of another officer to supply his place. 

The Government Gazette announces that the Police and Light- 
ing-rate for 1865 for houses in the city is eight and a quarter 
per cent. (Is the odd quarter just to exercise the brains of the 
collectors?) This rate, as regards houses in Victoria, will be 
levied exclusive of a Lighting-rate of one and a-half per cent. 
under section 12 of the above Ordinance, and of a hulf- yearly 
Water-rate of two per cent. per annum under the p ovisions 
of Ordinance No. 12 of 1860. 

Tenders will be received at the Surveyor General's office for 
the extension of the Praya in tho neighbouraood of Bonham 
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Strand ; also for the erection of 1,500 ft. of sea wall, and for 
the erection of a new harbour master’s office. 

‘A reward of $1,500 is offered for the capture and conviction 
of the robbers of the Central Bank of India, noticed above. 


SIAM. 

The Siam Times aduocates the introduction of the telegraphic 
wire into Siam, connected with a line from Rangoon to Penang 
and Sing.pore. Our contemporary urges—“ But we need not 

| ‘wait to become connected with the great lines of India before 
availing ourselves of its benefit. A line from the city of 
Bangkok to the mouth of the river is demanded at once. The 
inconvenience, to say nothing of the losses, which merchants 
and business men have suffered during the last few years, would 
have paid the cost of it. Weare informed that responsible 
parties have offered to furnish all the material, and put up a 
good substantial line from the city to the village of Paknam at 
the mouth of the river, for three thousand dollars, This is 
certainly a small sum for the immense advantages it would 
confer. But the line ought to go further, and extend to the 
Bar, where a station could easily be made, so as to connect 
immediately with the shipping. To extend it to the Bar where 
vessels could report themselves at once, with whatever news 
they might have, would probably cost only about another thou- 
sand dollars aud more than double its benefits.” 

The American steam rice mill is undergoing thorough repairs 
preparatory to future operations, This mill was the first in 
the field, and laboured under many difficulties in preparing and 
adapting machinery to Siam rice. Me srs. Odman and Co.’s, 
steam rice mill has recently, been considerably enlarged by the 
arrival of new machivery most of which is set up and will be 
ready as soon as there is any rice to hull or clean. The new 
steam rice mill of Messrs Markwald and Co. now in process of 
erection, on the piece of ground recently purchased by them for 
that purpose, is making good progress. ‘These three mills when 
in operation will perform the work of many thousands of 
coolies, whose labour will then be available for branches of in- 
dustry to which machiuery cannot be applied. 

Two more of the vessels which we reported some time 
ago as in a forward state of construction, have now been 
launched, One is upwards of 700 tous and the other about 
200 tons burthen. All the vessels built’ by the Siamese this 
season display a manifest improvement in modelling. 

A notification dated “Bangkok, Dec. 31,” states that the 
interest and responsibility of Mr. David King Mason in the 
firm of D. K. Mason and Co. having ceased, the business will

If we t ke the difference of the Governruent Coffee crop 
between 1863 and 1364 at an average rate of 383f. per picul, 
we find the Government a loser by 93,906,3zf. Add to this, 
130,000f—the export duty on 53.698 piculs private coffee, 
at the same averaze valuation, which would otherwise have 








flowed into the Treasury, but which is now lo-t—we get the 
enormous sum of twenty-four millions, thirty-six thousand, 
three hundred and eighty-two guilders, a dead loss to the 
Government in the matter of Java Coffee alone. - 


MALACCA STRAITS. 
SINGAPORE. 

Our intelligence is to the 22nd February. The London mail 
of the 10th January arrived out on the 14th February, and 
the London letters and papers by the French mail of the 17th 
January were delivered on the 20th February. 

The Chinese holidays that cause such an interruption to 
trade, and which form s somewhut prominent feature in the 
social aspect of the settlement at this season of the year, have 
now closed, and that utilitarian but singular people have once 
more returned to the ordinary channels of their industry, A 
large number of deaths from cholera have occurred among the 
native population. 

According to a resumé of the Straits Budget for 1865-66, put 
forth in the Penang Argus, the total estimate receipts are 
2,114,676 rupees. The total disbursement on account of the 
Straits is 1,108,011 rupees. The Argus says :—“ We find the 
sum of Rupees 91,500 for seles of postage stamps, and 46,950 
for collections made by the post-offices, making a total of 
138,450, placed to the credit of the General Government of 
India; and Rs. 27,344 for post-office establishmenta, 
contingencies, and discounts for postage stamps to its 
debt. By this arrangement, made conformably to the 
rules of the Supreme Government, the sum of Rs, 
121,106, being the net proceeds of the postal revenue 
of the Straits, are taken off, which if placed to the credit of 
the Settlements, as in fairness they should be, the Budget 
would show a surplus of Rs, 1,127,776. The troops in the 
Straits cost Rs. 754,000, which sum is not included in the 
Straits disbursements, but placed to the debit of Madras.” 

The Straits Times, taking the revenue of 1863-64 for the 
basis of its argument, states :—‘ We present a secure Govern- 
ment revenue of £192,000, or at about the rate to our popu- 
lation of 153. a head, and this independent of the muni- 
cipal rates of the three stations, which alone support an 
extensive police force. The entire expenditure, for the same 
period, including every payment except that fcr Military, 
amounts to about £115,000. We have thus a balance of 
£77,000, out of which the cost of Military bas to be paid. In 
the last year the full cost of this wis £64,000 ~so that, even 
after payment of such a large sum, we are left with our accounts 
on the right side by something like £12,000. These figures 
are taken from the Administration report itself, so that there 
can be no gainsaying them.” 

‘The Post-office was removed on the 10th Feb, to the pre- 
mises formerly occupied by the Supreme Court. In addition 
to the greater accommodation afforded by the building, various 
improvements have been made in order to expedite the delivery 
of letters. 

Captain F. L, Playfair, Madras Staff Corps, Assistant-Resi- 
dent Councillor at Malacca, is granted leave of absence for 
twenty months, from the date of embarkution, for the purpose 
of proceeding to Europe, on medical certificate. Mr. F. L. 
Baumgarten assumed charge from Captain Playfair of the office 
of Police Magistrate and Commissioner of the Court of Re- 
quests at Malacca on the Ist Feb., the date from which the 
latter officer availed himself of the leave granted to him. 

On the 7th February, the chief officer of the Rritish ship 
Pudsey Dawson was charged by the master with riotous and in- 
subordinate conduct. The charge was proved, and the defend- 
ant sentenced to four weeks’ imprisoument in the House of 
Correction. The accused stated to the Court, in answer to a 
question, that he was a lieutenant in the Royal Navy on half- 


pay. 

The case of the master of the British ship Beth Shan against 
the master of the Siamese ship Resolute, on a petitiou to recover 
$4,000 for salvage, assistance reniered, and in a claim for 
damage by collision, was heard on the 2Uth January, before the 
Hon. Sir B. B. MacCausland, Recorder. The Court decided that 
the damage sustained by the Beth Shan by the collision with 
the Resolute was an accident ; that the towage or salvage was 
not completed ; and therefore the tender of $2,000 by the 
supercargo of the Aesoluée a8 compeusation was ample ; and 
that each party pay his own costs. 

Captain Flarty, of the British barque Mary Spencer, which 
arrrived on the 14th Feb, from Rio Jaueiro, reports that 
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in coming through the Straits of Malacca when close to the 
Tight-ship, he was in company with a large British ship deeply 
laden, showing 2nd pen. No. 4,577,"of Marryat’s Code (answer- 
ing to Mantheo). The vessells kept in sight of each 
other for two days, and when the Mary Spencer lost 
sight of the Mantheo on the night of the 10th, the latter 
vessel was apparently steering too far mid-channel, and in the 
-direction of a reef to the southward of the South Sands. 
Captain Chant, of the English barque Stiddaw, from the Mau- 
Titius, arrived on the 15th February, reports that he saw a 
large ship on shore on the South Sands, and that she struck 
about 5 o'clock on the morning of the 11th. Tho vessel made 
‘no signal whatever, and the Skiddavw kept on her course, 

The Court of Inquiry into the loss of the British barque 
Canada, from Bangkok to Hong Kong, found she ran on a reef, 
supposed to be a continuation of the Lizzie Webber shoal. 
“Though this reef is only shown in the chart to be about two 
miles in extent, yet by observation the captain got when in 
his boat, it appears to extend about 25 miles in a south-west 
direction from where the vessel ran ashore, viz, in latitude 
8 degrees 11’ north, and longitude 113 degrees 2’ 7” east.” 
Mr. Peter Orr, the master, was acquitted of blame. 

During the downward passage from Bangkok of the steamer 
Chow Phya, a supposed rock or reef was sighted ; the steamer 
was steered towards it to examine it, but on coming up to it, it 
was found to be a vessel bottom upwards. The Chow Phya 

“then proceeded on her passage. The mate and one hand of the 

Hong Kong schooner Fah Kee, loaded with timber bound to 
‘Hong Kong, which was capsized, came down to Singapore in 
the Chow Phya. 

The chief officer of the British barque Fearnot, Captain 
Cathbert, reports the loss of that vessel on Lincoln Island, 
at three Am.on the 14th of January last. The vessel was 
bound on a voyage from Amoy to Singapore, and at the time 

‘of the wreck experienccd thick weather, with north-east 
wind, After the vessel was wrecked, the captain left in the 
long-boat, with six men and three Chinese, with the intention 
of going to Saigon for assistance. The chief officer, with five 
seamen aud six Chinese, were left on the island, which place 
they subsequently left in the pinnace on the 22nd Jan. on 
account of pirates boarding the wreck, which contained specie 
amounting to $5,000, and were picked up on the 5th Feb. by 
the barque Cedars, bound to Rangoon. 

Ate meeting of the Sporting Club held at the Exchange 
Rooms, the days for the coming races were fixed for 25th, 
27th, and 29th April. Mr, Fergusson was elected secretary in 
place of Mr, Lochiel, who tendered his resignation. 

The finding of the Court of Inquiry relative to the loss of 
the Luzon was— 

‘That the vessel was wrecked on a reef call Palauig, which appears on 
the Spanish chart of the island of Luzon, and this reef is not to clearly 
laid down on the chart with which the Luzon was navigated. That the 
Joss of the vessel was attributable to this circumstance. The Court finds 
that every precaution had been taken by the captain in navigating the 
vessel, but al the same time it is of opinion that he was very imprudent 
in hugging so closely, on a dark night, a shore of which he had not achart 
in his possession on a large scale, and of which he bad no previous expe- 
wience. The Court considers the conduct of the second mate, Mr. Alex- 
ander Reid, highly reprehensible, in not at once pulting the helm hard-a- 

rt without calling for the captain when he heard a noise on the port 

m supposed to be breakers, he being at the time the officer in charge 
‘of the deck, and considers him deserving of reprimand, and reprimands 
him accordingly. ‘The Court regrets not being able to obtain the evi- 
dence of the chief mate and others of the crew who are now in Manila. 
Finally, the Court begs to put on record the kind treatment shown by the 
authorities at Luzon to the shipwrecked crew. 

PENANG. 

The British brig Hero, which left this for Rangoon on the 5th 
February, returned to port on the 12th, her commander, Captain 
Mallacher, having died suddenly at sea, about four days after 
the vessel sailed. 

At the close of the late session the Grand Jury made a pre- 
sentment to the Judges, in which they stated— 

‘That there have récently been riots of the most serious nature among 
the Chinese population, leading to robbery,arson, and murder, in broad 
daylight, by gangs of armed men. That this is only an aggravated repeti- 
‘tion of outrages that have for years disgraced this station, and are evidently 
increasing in magnitude, and threaten the most serious consequences to al 
classes of the community. In practice it is found that the it state of 
the law and the defective organisation of the police totally fail to prevent the 
recurrence of these outbreaks. They are solely theeffectsof Chinese 
Secret Societies, whose pernicious influence has been often denounced by 
Grand Juries of the Straits Settlements. The Jurors believe that the re- 
spectable portion of the Chinese themselves would gladly see these socie- 
ties suppressed or rendered harmless, but for obvious reasons are alraid to 

+ Move to the matter, or take any steps towards so desirable an object. The 
jurors consider that special legislation should be adopted to meet this 















gree evi. as bas been done in the United Kingdom in the case of Secret 
ieties in Ireland, and so in that of the crime of garotting. 


The Recorder remarked in reply that “‘he quite agreed as to 
the necessity of repressing the Chinese tumults, and for that 
purpose he thought that some legislation was desirable, not to 
suppress those societies—that was out of the question—but to 
register them, and deal with them as Friendly Societies were 
dealt with in England. The disorders which broke out oc- 
casionally among the Chinese owed their gravity and importance 
unquestionably to those societies, and it would be desirable to 
try whether their purses might be reached when it was so diff- 
cult to get at the persons who misconducted themselves. As to 
the danger to be apprehended from the Secret Societies, different 
persous measured it by different standards, aud he, personally, 
did not view them in quite as serious a light as they seemed to 
see them. There was no disaffection towards our Government, 
no attacks upon the public force, or even upon private persons 
unconnected with the societies. They beat, sometimes killed, 
the members of their rival societies, aud destroyed their pro- 
perty, but there the mischief, serious enough no doubt, closed.”

About 5 chops are still expected to arrive before the end of the 
season, which, if not exceeded will make the export from this port one 
million pounds over that of the previous year. The export Br this 
season to date now stands thus :— Season 1864-65, 744 chops. 408,660 
chests, 36,776,500 Ibs.; Season 1863-64, 661 chops, 392,393 chests, 
85,855,464 Ibs.

Kiuxtanc.—Green Teas: 6,000 packages had been settled during 
the fortnight, chiefly in barigr at full rates for medium, but with a decline 
of one tael for dommon Moyunes. These purchases with the shipments 
had reduced the stock to 139,000 half-chests. Teamen were not anxious 
to sell, but they would soon be obliged to realise to obtain funds for the 
purchase of leaf for the new season.

» Yoroasa.—A trifling business done in this staple ; indeed, owing to 
the New Year's festivities in this as in other exports, matters have been 
unusually quiet. A few transactions, say 2,000 piculs, principally for the 
American market, reported. 

Raw Sitk.—SHancuat.—The Native New Year holidays have of 
course interfered with purchases in the country. Our unsold stock is 
therefore reduced toabout 1,500 bales. Until the home advices become 
more favourable and the demand here less sluggish, the silkmen are not 
ikely to operate in the country, where the soppy of silk is very limited 
and prices extremely high. Tsatlees, No. 1 chops, Tis. none, 2 do. taels 
470 to 480. 

Yoxouama.—Some of the dealers, being desirous of closing their ac- 
counts, made slight concessions, but the generality of the others stood 
mostly firm. The market has been closed for the last five or six days 
for the festivities of the Japanese new year, but will re-open shortly. 
However, as the last advices from Europe are rather unfavourable, and 
the exchanges rising again, we bope some effort will be made to cbtain a 
reduction of the present prices. The unsold stock amounts to between 
600 and 700 bales, mostly composed of second-rate and inferior descrip- 
tions, Settlements to date are about 10,000 bales, against 13,400 same

OPENING OF WESTERN CHINA. 

Though Indian news may be thought somewhat foreign to 
the topics to which the columns of this jourual are more pro- 
perly devoted, nevertheless that conveyed in the following 
letter from a Bombay correspondent is not without special in- 
terest, referring as it doos to the possibility of an immediate 
extension of our Indian frontier to Thibet on the north, and on 
the east to within a few hundred miles of Western China. 
Should, therefore, as hinted at by our correspondent, the an- 
nexation of Bhootan become an unavoidable measure, then the 
problem of communication with China through our Indian pos- 
sessions, which has been so long advocated by us, will be in a 
fair way of solution from a direction hitherto overlooked. 
It is along the frontiers of Bhootan that the principal tea-grow- 
ing districts of British India lie, and the great difficulty in de- 
veloping the trade is the want of coolie labour, the natives of 
Bengal disliking the climate, Thecunquest of Biootan might 
thus render available a fine hardy race, whose labour would be- 
come highly prized by those engaged in the culture of tea 
in the vicinity of their native territory. It is too wide a 
subject however at present to speculate on, and our informa- 
tion too imperfect with reference to the course about to be 
adopted. For the present, therefore, all we can do is to watch 
the course of events. 





Bombay, 28th February, 1865. 

Te will be fresh ia the memory of your readers that some two months 
‘ago a force, the details of which appeared in your columas, was despatched 
from the north-eastern frontier of India into the adjoining State of 
Bhootan, for the purpose of annexing a tract of land intervening between 
the British territory and the highlands forming the southern boundary of 
Bhootan ; the land in question being known as the Dooars. The cause 
of this annexation was the repeated raids made by the Bhootanese against 
the property of natives living under British protection. 

‘The expedition was eutirely organised by the local Indian Government, 
and, with the exception of a few Europeans toman the Armstrong moun= 
tain guns, it was determined that the force should be entirely composed of 
mative troops. At the time, a strong feeling adverse to so danyerous an 
experiment was expressed, and the Commander-in-Chief, Sir Hugh Rose, 
was sirongly opposed to the measure, and urged the necessity for 8 portion 
of the force being formed of European Infantry. The Govenor-General, 
however, overruled the opinion, and disregarded the advice of this distin- 
guished and experienced soldicr. The result has been disaster and dis- 
grace, with an enormous outlay, and great sickness and mortality in pros- 
pective, from the necessity having arisen to employ a large European 
force on the frontier of Bhootan, st the very period of the year whea 
it was decided to be dangerous even to keep native troops there. 

As no European troops accompanied the force, and the Bhootanese 
were apparently viewed as an enemy 80 little dangerous as to admit of 
being disposed of by native troops alone, but little interest originally 
attached to the expedition. About the end of November, the force being 
all ready, advanced from four different points along the British frontier ; 
namely, from Julpigorie, Cooch Behar, Goalparre, and Gowhatty; the 
former being the extreme west, and the latter the extreme east of the line 
of operations, about 180 miles interver between them. The Julpi- 
gorie column advanced into the Dooars, and after a very trifling resistance 
captured the fort of Dalimkote; the only loss being three officers and 
some men killed by the accidental explosion of one of the artillery 
waggons, This was the only military event of any interest. The other 
three columns advanced, and took possession of the passes through which 
the descents on British territory were effected, and the affair was believed 
to be over, and orders had been issued fur the withdrawing of the 
force before the sickly season commenced. 

‘The most eastern post thus held was Derangiri. There, a force of 
700 native infantry aca mouniaia battery were stationed. On the 29th 
of January, ata time of fancied security, the Bhootanese came down and 
attacked the place. ‘They were so imperfectly repulsed, that they con- 
tinued their en leavours to dislodge the garrison, and at the interval of a 
week had so nearly succeeded that, as a last resource, the British troops, 
under cover of night, evacuated the place, and made a disorderly and 
disastrous retreat, abandoning their guns, and leaving a portion uf their 
sick and wounded behind. Thus will have to be done over ayain, with a 
large force chiefly composed of Europeans, that which the native troops 

were thought to te more than equal to triumphantly effecting. 














__ Sir John Lawrence and his coadjutors in this badly managed affair, hav- 
ing now had their eyes completely opened to their folly, in supposing that 
such a measure as annexation of territory from a fine hardy bill people 
could be efficiently carried out by native troops, have applied to Sir Hugh 
Rose for assistance to save the frontier from attack, now thought imminent ; 
and three European regiments, with « large force of artillery, are about to 
be cepetcbed for the protection of the north-eastern frontier the mo- 
ment the necessary transport can be got ready. The troops now under 
orders are the 55th Regiment from Lucknow, the 80th Regiment from. 
Dum Dum, and the 2nd Battalion of the Rifle Brigade from Meerut ; 
also a battery of artillery from Fort William, at Calcutta, and another 
from Barrackpore. In addition to this European force, the 91h, 30th, and 
the Slst Native Infantry Regiments (Punjaubees) are also ordered up with- 
out delay, The 55th ‘are to defend the frontier on the east, the head- 
quarters going to Gowhatty. The 80th are to defend it on the west, the 
head-quarters going to Darjeeling, to which place also several engineer 
officers are ordered to proceed to place it ina state ofdefence. Great activity 
Prevails in the arsenal at Fort William, getting munitions of war ready. So 
we are again in for another of these troublesome, dangerous, and most 
expensive mountain wars. So much for Bengal civilians being allowed to 
interfere in military matters! So much also for the overweening conceit 
of Indian officials in the prowess of their native army, and also for a certain 
amount of the spirit of jealousy and antagonism towards what is more 
purely British 
Derangl i have to be retaken; but the question which the Govern- 
ment finds it difficult to decide is, whether to attempt it at once or 
wait until next November, as it becomes unsafe to move troops into the 
Dooars after the middle of March, owing to the malignant fevers and 
dysenteries that commence there and prevail for several months, so much 
s0 as to make the Dooars dreaded bythe Bhoutanese themselves, who 
avoid them during the pestilential period of the year. Altogether, we 
have made a sad mess of the business, and the first event of importance of 
Sir John Lawrence's Viceroyalty has been by no means creditable to 
bis judgment, or reassuring with respect to his capacity for the bigh and 
important post which circumstances have led to his being called on to fill. 
An impression prevails amongst some well qualified to judge of the 
matter, that it is simply folly endeavouring to carry out the annexation of 
the Dooars, unless we are prepared to live in a state of chronic frontier 
warfare with troops ready to replace those that will be from time to time 
swept off by sickness; and that we must either make peace with the 
Bhootan Government, and endeavour in a friendly spirit to prevent the 
raids complained of, or we must annex the whole country. In other words, 
conquer Bhootan, and extend our frontier to Thibet. and thus at once 
open up direct overland communication with China through that country, 
whieh, ing tributary to the Emperor, might not be a maiter of rery 
great difficulty. Thus the matter at the present time stands—a 
European force under orders for the froatier of Bhootan, and the Govern- 
ment undecided as to the course of action to be pursued. 
Since writing the foregoing, later news bas been received from the 
frontier, which verifies the fears entertained that the Bhootanese, em- 
boldened by their recent successes, would immediately commence aggres- 
sive operations within the British territory. Armed parties have descended 
from the hills, and are now engaged ravaging the frontier to the eastward, 
plundering the inhabitants, carrying them off prisoners, burning hamlets 
and villages. General Mulcaster, the present commander of the expedi- 
tion, is stated to be hemmed in, and hardly able to move beyond the space 
occupied by his camp. This officer is about to be superseded by Briga- 
dier-General Tombs; an appointment the expediency of which is strongly 
questioned, as, though be isan Indian Artillery officer of some distinction, 
he is not looked upon as possessing the special qualities that are deemed 
essential for the successful management of a hill campaign. By the last 
accounts from Calcutta, the 55th Regiment had arrived there, having 
come down by express train from Lucinow, and was to start immediately 
for the eastern extreme of the operations. The 80th Regiment also was 
‘on the point of starting for the western extreme. The Rifle Brigade had 
not arrived when the last news left. The Artillery force was having 
mountain Armstrong guns substituted for their ordinary field guns, 
P.S.—It bas been decided to send howitzers and not Armstrongs. 























THE LATE SIR ROBERT H. SCHOMBURGK. 


We notice with regret the death at Berlin, on the 11th inst., of Sir 
Robert Hermann Schomburg, a scientific traveller and official whose name 
was well known in all learned circles, and who was the son of the Rev. J. 
F. Lewis Schomburgk, Protestant minister in Thuringia, by his wife, 
Malle. Krippendorff, daughter of Herr J. Kreppendorff, councillor of 
the Princes of Reuss Gerr. Although he had attained to three 
score years his constitution had been much broken by long residence in 
trophical countries. In the years.1835 to 1839 he undertook expeditions 
into the interior of British Guiana, under the direction of the Geographical 
Society of London, and in the years 1810 to i844, as Her Majesty's com- 
missioner for surveying the boundaries of British Guiana between Brazil 
and Venezuela, On the latter occasion, after enduring much fatigue and 
great privations with his small party, he completed the circuit of the colony 
from its sea boundary to within forty-two miles of the equator, in the 
course of nearly three years. An abstract account of this expedition is 
given in * Simmond’s Colonial Magazine,” vol. I., p. 40, 1834. For 
these services he was knighted by Her Majesty, 
expeditions that he discovered and introduced into Europe the beautiful 
and gigantic water lily, which he named after the Queen, and which he 
assumed for his crest, 

Sir Robert was well known to the scientific world as an eminent nataral- 
ist and geographer, and a good geologist and surveyor. The following is 
a list of some of the papers contributed by Sir Robert to various publica- 
tions of which we have a knowledge :—‘‘On the Lake ima, the ¢ Et 
Dorado’ of Sir Walter Raleigh, and the Geography of Guiana.”

In the close of 1845 Sir Robert, then acting as chairman of a company 
originated by Mr. Simmonds, to establish a railway in the island of Bar- 

jos, was deputed by the directors to proceed to the island to examine 

and report upon its facilities and resources, and, during a lengthened s0- 
journ, made a complete survey of the island. He was soon after ap- 
pointed British Consul for San Domingo, and subsequently Consul- 
General of Siam, and his official reports to the Board of Trade contained 
wauch valuable imformation. He, in 1859, proceeded, with Mr. Clark as 
interpreter, on an overland tour to Maulman, through Changmei, the capi- 
tal of the tributary kingdom uf Laos, and returned to the seat of his con- 
sulate on May 9, 1860, Sir Robert returned last year to Europe, 
having retired from official duties, but pasted the whole winter confined 
to his bed. His funeral at Berlin was attended by alarge number of 
scientific men, and also the English Ambassador, Lord Napier. the Minister 
for Paraguay, the Prussian Minister for the Interior, Count D'Eulenburg, 
and many notabilities of the scientific world of Berlin.

HOUSE OF COMMONS. 
BRITISH SUBJECTS IN CHINA. 

(20th.) Colonel Syxzs, in calling the attention of the House to the 
alleged inability of the British Government to enforce Orders in Council 
and ordinances by Superintendents of Trade, relating to British subjects 
in China, said that he did not see the Under-Secretary for For Affairs 
in his pl but as the noble lord at the head of the Government, who 
was always in his place. was present, he would probably give a more ex- 
plicit reply than the House could hope to obtain from the Under- 
Secretary. The statement that the Government could not enforce these 
Orders in Council and ordinances for the control of British subjects in 
China would, if it went abroad, necessarily have a mischievous effect. 
China swarmed with freebvoters, filibusters, rowdies, and deserters from 
ships who were seeking their fortunes in that empire, ready at all times to 
take service on one side or the other, and to keep up the existing anarchy. 
His object was to make it understood that the Queen's orders could be 
and would be enforced. Parliament authorized the issue of these orders 
for the control of Her Majesty's subjecis within the Chinese dominions, 
or 100 miles of the coast thereof; and in 1835, by virtue of the powers 
vested in him, the Chief Superintendent in Hong Kong, Sir Jobn B 
issued an ordinance declaring, among other thinys, that any Bi 
subjects taking part with the Government or the rebels would be guilty 
of a misdemeanor, punishable by not more than two years' imprisonment, 
or by a fine of not more than 5,000 dollars. This ordinance in ope- 
ration during the whole time tat our officers—Sir James Hope, General 
Staveley, Captain Dew, and others—were fighting against the rebels, so 
that by siding with the Chinese Government those officers actuaily com- 
mitted a misdemeanor, for which they were punishable, as he had men- 
tioned. An order was published in Her Majesty's name granting per- 
mission to Captain Osborn and Mr. Lay to enlist British subjec’s, not for 
the service of the Emperor of China, but expressly for service under 
Captain Osborn and Mr. Lay. The House would not fail to remember 
the dreadful events which followed from the perfidy of the Futai, the ally 
Captain Gordon, under whose guarantee the princes of the rebels sur= 
rendered only to be assassinated, and yet Captain Gordon remained in 
the service of that Mandarin. Her “Majesty's Government, however, 
upon learning the facts, with very proper feeling issued an ordinance that 
all British subjects should withdraw from the service of the Emperor of 
China or of the Mandarins. It bad been argued, most incorrectly, as he 
believed, that the orders did not apply to all British subjects in the service 
‘of the Mandarins of the Emperor of China, but he cubmitted that it was 
unquestionable that those orders did apply to all Her Majesty's subjects, 
and therefore the orders ought to be enforced. The question then 
remained, were there any British subjects now in the service of the 
Emperor of China or of his Mandarians? The Consuls were quite aware 
of their powers, and only required stimulating to put those powers in force. 
Nothing was required but an expressing of will on the part of Her 
Majesty’s Government to induce the Consuls to act upon those powers. 
his hand a narrative written by a merchant in Shanghai who, 
finding since the occupation of the silk districts by the Imperialist that 
plies of silk were diminishing, made a journey tLrough those dis- 
triets in order to discover the cause of such diminution. An extraordinary 
statement had appeared in @ leading journal to the effect that since the 
rebzls obtained possession of the silk producing districts there had 
been a gradual diminution in the sunply of that article, while from 
official returns it appeared that from May, 1860, when the rebels first 
obtained possession or those districts, the supplies of silk had yone on 
annually inereasing until the Imperialist regained possession. ‘The gentle- 
man to whose narrative he had referred stated that he w.s informed that 
under the Taiping rule the country seemed happy and flourishing, and 
from personal observation in other districts where the rebels exercised 
authority, the people of those districts had nothing to complain of in 
the working of Benthan’s theory of the greatest good for the greatest 
number. The gentleman he referred to next proceeded to ascertain 
whether the mulberry trees were as numerous 2s before, knowing that 
unlers those trees were maintained the supply of silk must fall off. When 
Colonel Burgevine went to Nanking, the country between that city and 
Soochow was a garden, and thickly inhabited; but now the country was @ 
desert, the houses had disappeared, and the inhsbitants had all fled from 
the Imperialist victors, whom they dreaded as tigers. At a distance of 
about twenty-seven li from Soochow, this gentleman came to a place 
which was formerly a custom-house station, but now occupied by a portion 
of Gordon's old force. There, too, he found seven British subjects— 
Colonel Doyle, Major Murphy, Major Lawless, and four others, who 
were engaged in drilling an artillery force for the Emperor's service. 
There were heavy guns of foreiga manufacture, large quantities of 
English gunpowder, shot, and shell, and all that, notwithstanding the 
ordinance of 1855, whi ‘a misdemeanor in any British subject 
to supply warlike materials to either party. This gentleman further stated 
that he found the anti-foreign feeliag was reviving, the people being in- 
dignaat with those who had assisted to re-establish the power of the Man- 
darins. Ia another place he found @ Dr, Macartney, formerly of the 
99th Regiment, superintending the manufacture of rifle bullets, and thus 
it might happen that the merchants of Shanghai would have to reek 
shelter on board our ships from an enemy who used against them the rifle 
bullets which Dr. Mavartney had taught them to manufacture. At 
Ningpo, under the very eyes of the Consul, Major Pook and other officers 
were engaged in the service of the Mandarin. Then, when the gentle 
man came to look for the mulberry trees which were s0 important tor the 
production of silk, he found that in the conquered districts they 
had all been cut down by the Imperialist troops for firewood. Her 
Majesty’s acting Consul at Amoy had recently issued an ordinance 
that passengers coming in British ships were not to be allowed to 
land without proper passports, but were to be detained by the 
captain of the ship until the fact had been notified to the Consul, 
who would give or withhold his permission, as he thought fit, and that all 
persons leaving the port in British ships must have their passports vised. 
‘Some timeago the Ministers of the four great Powers had ogreed to re- 
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commend to their Governments the withdrawal of their subjects from the 
service of the Emperor of China, He was not aware whether that agree- 
ment was still in existence, but as a matter of policy it it to be acted 
upon; and he, therefore, begged to ask the noble lord at the head of the 
Government whether, in the name of humanity, our Consuls ought not 
to be called on to withdraw all British subjects from the the service of the 
Emperor of China and the local Mundarins, who were evidently manu- 
facturing materiel of war, no doubt to be used against ourselves ultimately 
from the feelings which were now being manifested.—The ATTORNEY- 





Genenat said that, though the question had not been addressed to him, 
, as it involved a matter of law, perbaps the hon, gentleman 
would allow him to say a few words in reply. The hon. and 


gallant gentleman seemed entirely to overlook the nature of 
consular jurisdiction in China, or any other foreign country where 
such ajurisdiction had been conferred’by the local Government, in assum. 
ing that Consuls had the same means at their control for the enforcement of 
the laws they hadto administer as were possessed by the authorities of the 
country in whom the territorial jurisdiction resided. In this country the 
Government had at its disposal the police, the posse comifatus, and the 
army, if necessary, for the enforcement of the law; but a Consul bad no 
power except what he derived from the co-operation of his countrymen, 
‘or which might be conferred on him by the Government of the country 
in which he lived. Upon these circumstances, it was clear that, if the law 
were violated, Consuls in nozcase could proceed except upon information 
properly before them, or proper evidence that a breach of law had been 
committed. It was impossible that they could send a roving com- 

ission ali over China to find out who might be or might not be 
disobeying the law, and to summon them, whether they were 
in the service of the Emperor or not, to answer for offences of 
which no one had accused them. The Consular Courts bad the same 
duties to perform as other courts ia criminal cases—they had to receive 
information properly verified, and to decide according to law ; but they 
Mere not to go about all over China trying to find out all posible offenders. 
The Government of this country could not be held responsible for the 
discovery and punishment of all British subjects who might commit 
Offences in any part of China, When these subjects were within the con- 
sular jurisdiction, and were properly accused—on proper evidence—then 
it would be time enough to inquire whether they had offended against 
the ordinances. It was quite impossible that these ordinances could be 
executed ail over a great empire like China—they would only be enforced 
in those places where our Consuls were situated. 





CONSULAR COURTS IN CHINA. 

(23rd.) Mr. Kinwatap asked the Under-Secretary for Foreign Affairs 
whether it was proposed to take any steps to remedy the evils arising from 
the Consular Courts in China being the only accessible courts for the 
trial of civil and criminal as well as the urdinary police cases, the Consuls 
not being lawyers by education, and the amount of business having be- 
come very large.—Mr. Layagp said that measures were in progress for 
establishing a Judicial Court at Shanghai, and a judge, an assistant-judge, 
and a law secretary would be appointed ll the ‘provincial consular 
courts in China would be under their jurisdiction ; the consular judge 
would have the power of going circuit; there would be an appeal from 
the provincial courtsto his court, and from his court to the Privy Council. 

INDIAN ALLOWANCES IN CHINA. 

(March 23.) Mr. W. Lustig asked the Under-Secretary for War 
whether the Indian allowances hitherto made to Her Majesty's troops 
serving in China were about to be withdrawn.—The Marquis of 
HanrTIxcron said that after the withdrawal of the Indian troops serving 
in Chiua, the Indian allowances, given to the British troops with the view 
of placing them on the same footing as the Indian troops serving in that 
country, would be withdrawn, and a new scale of allowances would be 
fixed suitable to the circumstances of the case. 














“Tue Tores'” Corpesponnen: The Herald has the following 
letter on The Times’ Shanghai correspondent’s letter of Jan. 25 
day's Times I tind this statement in the article headed ** China: 
70,000 baies in 1862 the export of silk fell to 30,600 in 1863, 
27,000 in 1864, and yet people have been known to maintain that the 
presence of the rebels had an encouraging effect upon trade.” Now, Sir, 
this passage evidently implies that the fall off of silk was caused by the 
rebels (Taipings). ‘This I entirely deny to be the case. ‘The Taipings 
captured Foochow in May, 1860, and from that time until the middle of 
1863 held and occupied the whole silk district of Chekiang. Iam one of 
those who maintain that they did increase our trade, and I give the fol- 
lowing figures to prove it; they are copied from the “ Overland China 
Trade Report :"—The last year previous to the capture of Foochow and 
the occupation of the silk districts, the export during the season, Ist of 
June to end of May, 1859-60, amounted to 69,137 bales; after the pro- 
ducing cistricts fell into Taiping possession, the export increased to 
88,754 bales, season 1860-61 ; to 73,322, season 1861-62 ; and to 83,264, 
63. ‘These figures cover the period of entire occupation of 
the silk districts by the Taipings, aad extend to the end of May, 1863. 
Bince that time, by the instrumentality of Major Gordon's and other 
mercenary legions, we English have carried the horrors of Manchoo war 
and triumph into these districts, and have succeeded in driving out those 
Taipings who were not slaughtered by our long-ranged artillery, starved 
to death, or tortured to death when captured by the Imperialists. This 
is the result. From 83,264 bales in the season 1862-63, ihe exportation 
of silk has fallen to 45,861 bales, season 1863-64 ; and upto present dates 
the export is 5,834 bales less than during the corresponding period of last 
season. Hud the Taipings not acted with wonderful forbearance during 
their unjust expulsion from the silk territory by British means, we should 
have had no silk at all since that event; as it is, we have only felt the 
natural consequences of the hostilities carried on by ourselves, ‘To-day's 
Times also contains a wildly-eulogistic leader upon Major Gordon, though 
further than the effect his exploits have produced by the fall-off of silk, 
destruction of life, and replacement of the Bible by Buddhism, it would 
be difficult. indeed, to know what good that gallant officer has accom- 
plished. ‘The Taipings now hold possession of the famous Vu-e, or 
jo-bea tea districts ; {they are operating successfully within a few miles 
































of our treaty'ports, Amoy and Foochow ; therefore, I ask, what bas been 
the result of our needless intervention in China? What temporal or 
spiritual benefit bas been obtained by the sacrifice of many thousands of 
our fellow-men, who have adopted our Bible and declared us their 
“foreign brethren?” Ihave knelt many a time among the Taipings, and 
with them prayed from our Bible; those holy books have been destroy 

by our mistaken interference, and the idols have been re-established on. 
their ashes, We have driven the Taipings from Shanghai and Ningpo, 
but they have reappeared before Amoy, Foochow, and Swatow; and, 
unless we massacre them again, will undoubtedly capture those important 
treaty ports. The silk has fallen off more than half its former amount, 
and the silk districts, free and open under Taiping rule, have become shut 
against Europeans by the very Imperial mandarins we bare placed 
in possession of them. These facts are incontrovertible, and sufficiently 
illustrate the evil and suicidal policy pursued by our present Government 
towards China. Time and space prevent a notice of the subject st 
length, but I trust in a short time to give the justice-loving ‘British 
public a work showing the Taiping side of the Taiping morement— 
ANGLOo-TalPiNG, 15th March. 

‘A FemaLe SEAMAN FRoM Catwa.—Captain Dewar, master of the 
Amoy, appeared at the Thames Pclice Court, before Mr, Woolrych, to 
answer the complaint of Sarah Thomas, who, although a woman, claimed 
wages as a “‘seaman” for services on a voyage from Hong Kong to 
London. -Mr. Smith stated the case for the complainant. She claimed 
a balance of £9. 10s. for her services in the ship. Mrs. Dewar had only 
been eight days out of her confinement when the vessel sailed, and Mrs. 
‘Thomas, who was a married woman, was engaged to altend upon her on 
the voyage. The complainant expressed s wish to sign the ship’s articles, 
but this was objected to, and a special agreement was signed by the com- 
plainant, her husband, and the defendant. Mr. Smith then read the agres- 
ment, which stipulated that, in consideration of ber services she should 
have a free passage to England, and receive £20. The sum of 
£10. 10s. was paid in advance under this agreement, and £9. 10s. 
was due. Mrs, Thomas had applied to defendant, and he said 
“Tcan't pay you; I must pay it to your husband.” He contended 
the complainant had a clear right to her wages, not as an able seaman, 
but asan able sea woman. Stewardesses, nurses, and midwives had sued. 
for wages at sea in the Thames Police-court, and been successful, The 
sex was imamaterial. Mrs, Thomas acted as a steward.—Sarah Thomas, a 
respectable young woman. said she was a servant at Hong Kong, On 
the 20th of ‘September, 1864, she signed the agreement now produced. 
Captain Dewar said she was underservices to Mrs. Dewar. She attended 
wholly and solely to Mrs. Dewar and the children, except as to repairsand. 
alterations of the captain's under-clothing. Mr. Woolrych ordered the 
defendant to pay the sum of £10, 10s. and £1. 16, costs. 

A Romantic Covatsuir aND Marrtace.—The Sunderland Times 
prints the following :—** Some time ago the mate of a Sunderland vessel, 
while at a Chinese port, fell ill of fever and subsequently died An Eng- 
lishman and his wife, living in the land of ‘barbarians,’ were kind to 
the dying man, and in his last moments strove by their attentions to 
as far as they could, his passage from this troublesome world, ‘The kind= 
ness shown to the suffering seaman came to the knowledge of bis widow 
in Sunderland, and she, in a letter to the Englishman and his wife, 
thanked them for what they had done, and begged they would, in retura, 
send her their cartes as a remembrance of the debt she owed them. After 
the lapse of some months, she received an answer from the Celestial Em- 
pire, from the Englishman, in which he conveyed the melancholy intelli- 
gence that, shortly after the departure of the vessel to which the mate 
belonged, he had the misfortune to lose his wile, who now lay interred by 
the side of his friend, the husband of the woman to whom he was writing. 
Acting upon the high encomiums he had heard of the character and quali- 
ties of his fair correspondent, he judged she was a suitable person to fill 
the place of his deceased partner, and at once * popped the question,’ 
giving as a reason for his promptness that #0 long a time was required for 
the transmission of a letter and its answer, it would be half a year before 
he knew what her reply would be. Enclosed was his portrait, and he 
begged a return of the favour. The letter, as may be imagined, was a 
surprise to the widow ; but after weighing ail the circumstances, she con 
sented to be ‘wooed.’ The courtship, thus strangely commenced, con= 
tinued to progress until a few weeks ago, when the happy man who was 
to be the bridegroom arrived in England, was not long iu finding his way 
to Sunderland, and the ‘banns’ were at once proclaimed in Bishopwear- 
mouth Church.”

It 
is felt that, as we buy an enormous aoe of cotton and silk from India, 
while the people there take only bullion from us in exchange, the 
of trade is against us, and that our manufacturers would secure an ample 
field if they could enter the Indian market with textile fabrics fit for 
native use, and decorated in accordance with native tastes. In order, 
therefore, to enable English manufacturers to study the demands of the 
Indian market, the collection of textile fabrics and patterns above referred. 
to, which contains twenty specimens of cach sort, has becn divided into 
twenty complete sets; the objects have been placed in volumes, each set 
amounting to eighteen substantial folios, comprising about 700 examples, 
Th sets of eighteen folivs each are to be distributed to the leading 
seats of manufacture in this country, and deposited in the Chambers of 
Commerce in those localities where they may be consulted by those dee 
sirous of information,

China, and subsequently in the Baltic during the Russian war. ; 
(New Inon Scaew Transrorts.—The Lords of the Admiralty hay 
ust given orders for the construction of an iron screw steam fleet, upon a 
nobie scale, for the conveyance of our troops to India, and to maintain 
the efficiency and punctuality of reliefs for our army in that part of the 
world. ‘The firms to whom the Admiralty have entrusted the construction 
of this fleet include the most eminent shipbuilders in the world. The 
dimensions and capacity of these vessels, presenting a pleasant contrast to 
the unhealthy and comfortless transports of old times, may be judged from 
the following details of the ship contracted for by Messrs. Money Wigram 
and Sons, of Blackwall-yard. The length of this vessel between per- 
pendiculars will be 360 feet, and that of her keel for tonnage, $26 feet 

inches. Her extreme breadth, as well as that of her tonnage space, 
will be 49 feet ; her depth in hold will be 22 feet 4 inches, and her burthen 
4,173 tons. The engines of this ship, furnished by Humphreys and 
Tennant, will be of the nominal power of 700 tons, but under the perfec- 
tion to which engine-making has been brought by the great firms of the 
present day, they will really be capable of exerting the enormous power 
of 4,200 tons. “She will be furnished with surface condensers, and all 
modern improvements for economising fuel, as well as with various fea- 
tures contributing to the health, convenience, and safety of all on board. 
‘The spec. of this ship is to be 15 knots, and she will have ample accom- 
modation for 1,200 men‘besides the numerous officers and crew required by 
so large a vessel. There will be four other vessels of nearly similar dimen- 
sions, proportions, and general arrangements, one of which will be built 
by the Thames Ironworks and Shipbuilding Company, with engines also 
by Humphreys and Tennant ; another will be built by Palmer Brothers, 
of Neweastle-upon-Tyne, with engines by Maudslay and Gield; anotber 
by Laird and Co., of Liverpool, with engines by themselves; and the 
fifth by Messrs. Napier, of Glasgow, who will also furnish their owm 
engines. 

Tue “ Sprarr or THE Ocean” v. “Rosty Hoop.”—This was a suit 
instituted by the owners of the ship Spirit of’ the Ocean against the owners 
of the ship Robin Hood (which vessel our readers will remember was sunk 
inthe Channel outward bound toChina) for the purpose of obtaining adecree 
of limitation of their liability under the 54th section of the Merchant Shipping 
Act Amendment Act of 1862. The two vessels came into collision off Dun- 
genes on the 22nd November last, when the Kolin Hood sunk. She had 
a general cargo on board, which was lost. The owner of the Robin Hood 
had instituted a suit against the owners of the Spirit of the Ocean to re~ 
cover the damages occasioned by the collision, aud the question was 
whether the owners of the latter vessel were entiticd to a deerce that they 
are not liable in respect to the damages caused by the collision beyond £8 

or each ton of the registered tonnage of their vessel. Judgment for the 
owners of the Spirit of the Ocean, with costs occasioned by the opposition 
of the owners of the Robin Hood to the prayer of the petition. 

Iv ng Francis Pearson, Cutna Mencuant Bankaurt.—The ad- 
judieation in this case was obtained upon the petition of the Fore-street 
‘Warehouse Company (Limited), and the bankrupt was described as of 
20, Threadneedle-street, and also of Shanghai, in China, merchant, ia co- 

artnership with George Seymour. At a first meeting, now held, Mr. 

‘obert Slater, of the Fore-street Warehouse Company, was appointed 
creditors’ assignee. The debts and liabilities are believed to be about 
£6,000, and the ussets consist for the most part of balances upon consign- 
ments to Shanghai and Japan. The bankrupt did not surrender. 

Exrortation oF Ortust From Ivpra.—A return recently issued shows 
that in the official year of 1863-64 there were exported from our Indian 
possessions 42,621 chests of opium, principally to China. The gross 
revenue realised thereon was Rs. 5,20,72,858. In 1829-30 the exporta- 
tion consisted of 9,678 chests, aud since then it has been increasing, though 
not always regularly. In 1854-55 it rose suddenly to 51,421 chests, but 
the following year it fell to 44,938 chests. With these exceptions the ex- 
portation for the official year first mentioned was the highest. 

Cuinzs Coins Packgp in CoTton.—While unpacking a bale of 
Chinese cotton at Bacup, the other day, the men s0 employed discovered 
two gold coins, one about the size of a threepeuny piece aud the other 
smaller, with holes punched throngh them, wrapped up in a piece of rag. 
Many silver pieces Pave also been found amonget this kind of cotton, and 
a curious sheet of Chinese characters, Brinted on a sort of straw paper, 
carefully folded, was found ina bale at Bacup last week.

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COLONEL SYKES 53 ON CHINA 

Ir it were not for Colonel Sykes, Parliament and the public 
would forget that England had any relations with China, Here 
has a moribund session been sitting night after night for the last 
two months, and not s debate about his favourite topic, “the 
Taiping Rebellion.” Bad luck to Gorpon for putting an end 
to that most uncivil of civil wars, for his political capital is 
gone. It was the chief subject for him to make a speech upon, 
80 that his constituents knew that he was at his post. But, 
bother it! here it was put an end to, and a dissolution fast 
approaching. So, like Paddy at Donnybrook Fair, he trailed 
his coat through the House of Commons the other night, 
hoisted the Taiping banner, and flourished his mulberry-tree 
shillelah, daring any man to tramp on the tails of his upper 
garment. In affectionate terms he dwelt upon the ill-usage his 
protegés had met with at the hands of British subjects, and 
hoped that Her Masesty’s Government would carry out the 
instructions to Consuls, forbidding them to enter the service of 
belligerents in China, to the strict letter of the law. 
This he interpreted in the most extended sense—that 
the whole Empire of China should be searched by 
officers of the Consulate to discover and seize offenders 
wherever located, and bring them before the nearest Consul 
for punishment. In proof of his assertion that there 
were numerous British subjects illegally drilling Chinese artil- 
lerymen, he flourished in the face of members a copy of 
what he termed the “leading journal at Shanghai,” 
wherein a silk inspector, travelling on business, had 
ween seven of theso delinquents drilling men, and one 
actually teaching the Imperialists to manufacture rifle bullets, 
while shot and shell, gunpowder and guns, of English manu- 
facture, were stored in the Chinese magazines. This no doubt 
isa crying shame, as his friends, who used to supply the 
Taipings with rifles of the umbrella pattern, and percussion 
caps in the style of Hottoway’s pills, have lost that lucrative 
trade ; which apparently this silk buyer found to his cust when 
hhe had to pay dollars for the product instead of smuggled 
munitions of war, on which he had 100 or 200 per cent. 
profit. Then this Parliamentary representative of defunct 
Taipingdom gave another flourish to his shillelab, and with a 
“hooroosh” tried to bespatter the name of Colonel Goxpon 
with dirt, but it was perfectly ineffectual, and made his bands 
uncleaner than before ; as also his attempts to blemish the 
reputation of Dr. Macartyer. He wound np his speech by 
asking the noble lord at the head of the Government whether 
the Corsuls ought not to be called on to withdraw all 
British subjects from the service of the Evwperor of 
Curva and the local mandarins. The rodomontade ut- 
tered by the gallant member for Aberdeen will be found in 
another column, as well as the decisive and eurt reply to his 
question by the ATtoRNEY-GENERAL, who answered instead of 
the Premier or Under Secretary for Foreign Affairs, as it in- 
volved a matter of law. In that short speech it will be ob- 
served how neatly, with one prick from the poiat of legal 
acumen, the bladder which Colonel Sykes had puffed out to 
such large dimensions, immediately collapsed. He eimply 
showed that consular jurisdiction in any foreign country had no 
power beyond the co-operation of British subjects resident 
there, or what might be conferred on them by the Gosena- 











ment of the country i in which they lived. “He farther showed 
the absurdity of giving a roving commission to any officers of 
the Consulates, all over China, to examice their countrymen 
suspected of being in the service of the Emrrror. Just imagine 
the chief constable of the Shanghai Consulate, with his posse 
comitatus of three policemen, travelling among a population of 
four hundred millions, to find out any stray Englishmen, and 
apprehend them if not able to give an account of themselves. 
But why did he not include the British officers in the Chinese 
Maritime Customs, who are in the Emperor's service? The 
whole topic was sufficiently puerile to drop after the ATToRNEY- 
Generat's reply, as members have had this subject brought up 
‘usque ad nauseam by the Colonel and his fellow advocates of 
Taipingism. 


THE NEW MINISTER FOR PEKING. 

‘We have to announce that, as intimated previously, Sir 
Rutherford Alcock has been appointed to succeed Sir F, Bruce 
as Minister at Peking at tho reducod salary of £6,000, and will 
leave this country with Lady Alcock next September. The an- 
nouncement that Sir Rutherford would proceed via Siberia is. 
premature ; this route would convey him to Peking direct, and 
deprive him of the opportunity of visiting the cousular ports, 
which it is desirable he should do before settling down at 
Peking. Tho antecedents of Sir Rutherford Alcock are too well 
known to need any description from us. The post which he 
has just quitted'as Minister in Japan has been fraught with 
overwhelming danger and difficulty, and we tremble at his re- 
moval from that quarter. It is not yet decided who is to be 
appointed as his successor. Colonel Neale was requested some 
three months since to proceed as Chargé d’ Affaires, but was. 
obliged to decline on tho ground of ill health ; and our in- 
formation is that the matter remains in abeyance. It was 
@ capital mistake for our Government to recal Sir Rutherford 
in the middle of his policy. In glancing over the list of names 
in the Chiua Service, there can hardly be two opinions as to 
the best person to fill the post being Sir Harry Parkes. It is. 
of the last importance, that a man of considerable energy and 
pluck should be nominated, or we shall certainly have to face a 
war with Japan to maintain our Treaty rights. It was averted 
last year simply by Sir Rutherford attacking Cho-shiu, and. 
insisting on the opening of the Straits of Simonoscki. 

The following notice appears in the Spectator :— 

‘As we supposed, Sir Rutherford Alcock has been appointed Envoy 
Plenipotentiary at Peking, in succession to sir F. Bruce. We trust the- 
Regent of China will like a change everybody else is certain to approve, 
and is prepared to observe treaties a little more strictly than heretofore. 
If be does joes not, Sir Rutherford Alcock will be qui Prepared to make 
him, and has fought Taoutais at Shanghai and Daimios in Japan quite long 
enough to know how. The appointment will, we believe, either consoli- 
date British influence ia Peking, meaning by “influence” the power of 

guidance, or produce another war, and the first result is by far the more 
Probable of the two, We congratulate the Daimios on their liberty, and 
be Mandarins on having found a master. 





PROPOSED AMENDMENT OF THE PRUSSIAN TREATY 
WITH JAPAN, 

Ovr Hamburg correspondent adverted in a recent letter to 
negotiations about to be opened by the Government of Prussia 
with that of Japan for securing an exchange of Prussian money, 
weight for weight, with Japanese coins of similar intrinsic 
value, and the circulation of the former throughout the Empire 
at this valuation, modifying to this extent Article XV. of the 
Prussian Commercial Treaty. The demand—which would not 
only displace in Prussian dealingsthe Mexican dollaras a medium 
of exchange, but overthrow the present conventional assess~ 
ment, nearly as it approaches to the true spirit and intent of 
our own Treaty—is both too general and too specific ; first, as 
undertaking to accomplish more than any one Power will itself 
succeed in, and omitting consideration of any Japanese silver 
coin with which either the Irussian thaler, itself 750 fine, or 
the double thaler, 900 fine, is at par; and, secondly, as de- 
manding an interior circulation on which we have ceased to put 
any great value, requiring, as we do, simply an equitable ex- 
change. To argue, as our representative did, when he con- 
sented to forego our treaty-right in the matter of currency, that 
an exchange on the terms it provided would be an infringe 
ment of the prerogatives of the Sovereign of the Empire, was 
to overlook the great fact that the rate merely denoted the equi- 
valent obtainable at the Imperial Mint, and by no means implied 
circulation of foreign money in the interior aud along the eoasts, 
against the policy of which there might be many and various 
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reasons. It is true that the symbol of three (ichi-) bous* is 
stamped on each Mexican dollar received, but our complaint is, 
not that it fails to be circulated throughout the E:upire at this 
value, but that it should be appraised at the Imperial Mint as 
silver bullion brought thither from the mines of Niphon, 
or at less than one-third its value, and the value of the metal 
as coined into Japanese money taken weight for weight. This 
concession of vantage ground on the currency question, leading 
to the manufacturo by the Japanese of a special coin for pur- 
poses of exchange, was the more unreasonable in view of the 
abundant evidence we have had of the very effectual control 
exercised by the Japaneso Government over the amount and 
character of the coinage of the Empire, as shown in the pre- 
mium such money carries, and the preservation for centuries of 
the same standard as between the gold and silver currency. 
Allowing that tho Mexican dollar had been all along exchange- 
able for three native circulating (ichi-)bous, it is plaiv we would 
have had the same advantage whether it circulated or not ; and 
as to any additional premium such an exchange involved, this, 
we may be sure, would have been amply counteracted by pre- 
sent Government transit dues and commissions on the sales of 
native merchants, It is impossible that the question of foreign 
exchange in Japan, resting as it does on a purely arbitrary 
basis, can long remain in abeyance. We cannot coincide with 
the North American Iteview when it asserts that, provided we 
can buy tea and silk, and camphor and coal at a profit, the use 
that tho Japanese Government makes of our coin is nothing to 
us. It is to be remembered that the merchant’s profit consists 
Properly in the difference between the true local value and that 
determined in foreign markets (less freightage, sales’ commis- 
sions, &0.). Is it nothing to us that the Japanese Government 
should appropriate one-third of the value of our coin in addi- 
tion to an arbitrary control in the supply of the fictitious coin 
manufactured for the settlement ? Permitted aggression in one 
form invites it in another. he letter we recently published 
from a merchant at Hakodadi complaining that only 3,600 kas 
could be obtained in exchange for the dollar instead of 5,000 
as formerly, is an instance in point. If the Japanese have any 
standard it is the 100 as; and, allowing for the additional 
valuation placed on this coined copper and iron money, such a 
deduction from exchangeable value is far beyond the premium 
it carries, Immediate attention should be given to this point, 
afurther depreciation being thus imposed on the Mexican dollar 
to the injury of our local trade. The overthrow of the whole 
present system of exchange implied in the Prussian demand is 
not, we apprehend, to be accomplished without the co-operation. 
of the other great maritime and commercial Powers, Such co- 
Operation would not be wanting to any well-devised plan. In 
the currercy is an instrument of powor which may be employed 
to vitiate every newly conceded privilege, and accordingly we 
would advise that communications at once be opened between 
the great maritime Powers as to the claims to be jointly put 
forward in tho matter.

® We here gise the true spelling of the Japanese coin in accordance 
with the somewhat guttural native pronunciation, and it is only for 
the sake of clearness we avoid giving the plural denomination in 
its true etymological form. Some consideration must be accorded 
for the present to custom, as represented by the uniform practice of 
foreign residents and consuls in maintaining the use of the same prefix, 
however they may spell it or pronounce it, for a single ccin or any number 
of coins.

culable. What would not France give, what price would be too 
high for Russia, in aoguiring such a colony a8 Ceylon? So far 
does the military outweigh the agricultural worth of Ceylon 
from this point of view, that we preferred to let the Dutch hava 
in preference the rich island of Java, though the work of clear- 
ing its forests was before us. What Cubs was to Spain as a 
key to her extensive dominions in the Mexican Gulf, Ceylon is 
to Great Britain. This 
“ Utmost Indian isle of Taprobane” 


is the outpost of our Indian possessions, the natural basis of 
naval operations, the rendezzous of our Pacific fleets—a leading 
station on the overland route, and the first object of attack by 
any maritime Power in ease of war. To a colony like Ceylon, 
furnishing productions peculiar to tropical climates, and receiving 
in exchange our manufactures in return, it might have been 
supposed ensy to apply those liberal principles which Parlia- 
ment and public opinion have engrafted on our colonial policy ; 
to deal, at least, in a conciliatory spirit, without the interven 
tion of restrictive or oppressive regulations. “ Plenty of good 
land snd liberty to manogo their affairs in their own ‘way,” 
appeared to ADaM Suita to be “the two great causes of the 
prosperity of all new colonies.” Ceylon, it appears, has the 
former but not the latter; and matters are all the worse 
that the chart by which her local pilots have steered 
her course has been marked with unintelligible hierogly- 
phics mapped by some “hidden hand” in Downing-atrect. 
Although acquired in 1796, Ceylon is to all intents a new 
colony, and the policy dealt out to her is only comparable to a 
nipping frost, threatening the early promise of the harvest. A 
surplus heaped up at such a fearful cost to acquired proprietary 
rights has beeu turued into a financial rod, and on the asst 

tion of an overflowing cup she is commanded by the Home 
Government to contribute immediately £137,000 per annum, 
to be gradually augmented to £200,000, for military expendi- 
ture. Without any reference to public opinion, even as to the 
amount of the assessment, an ordinance permanently alienating 
this amount of her revenue was made a conditio sine qua non 
for allowing her Council hereafter to initiate their own 
measures in dealing with the revenue and matters of internal 
administration—a right, by the way, conceded years since by 
her charter, The Home Government knows well that 
the elective and representative members are swamped in 
the Legislative Council by a preponderance in numbers 
of obsequious officials; hence the passage of the ordi- 
bance, as directed, does not relieve the Colonial Office 
from the diszrace of its high-handed and arbitrary act. 
The same official impatience which overlooked their stolid 
neglect of duty as the cause of the surplus, which failed to 
foresee that the representative members would resign rather 
than immolate themselves, could nut possibly take into account. 
that the millions of pounds sterling invested in Ceylon, not only 
in the purchase of land and its culture, but in advances on 
growing crops, is for the most part London capital, and that 
the main returns are realised here. Arrogance is seldom unallied 
with impatience. Mr. Carpwsis, when writing his deapatch, 
was probably as unaware of the truth as the Kuights of St. 
AnrHuR of the presence of the holy Sangriel. 

What the colonists contest is not the principle of contribut- 
ing to military expenditure, but the right of being consulted 
in the matter of this demand as those who have to meet it: 
The Home authorities have been boldly bearded. The mer- 
chants, planters, and the whole body of British residents, are 
united in a phalanx against this form of despotic rule; not in a 
factious spirit, but with the natural resentment of acommunity 
dealt with in an inconsiderate manner. ‘The course taken 
has proved as impolitic as it was hasty. There is no more 
sure way of repressing those noble elements which make 
defence glorious in an unequal contest, or stimulate a people 
Successfully to repel aggression, than to make them feel that 
tinge of shame which comes from being thought only worthy 
tobe driven. What are the Courts of Europe to think of a 
despatch implying that a British colony must be officiously 
coerced before it will properly contribute to its defence ? What 
are other colonies to think of it? Sound feeling and good 
sense underlie the Ceylon memorial to the Home Government, 
This resolution of right is sufficient to make the ghost of more 
than one dead Colonial Secretary rise protesting from its ashes, 
We trust the matter will excite the attention of Parliament, 
affecting as it does the abnegation of those principles of 
colonial policy it has endorsed. The Ceylon colonists are 
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willing to pay, and to pay well, for their defence; why insult 
them by giving to the tax the character of a forced con- 
tribution ?

Etudes Asiatiques de Geographie & DHistoire, by Leon vE 
Rosny. 8vo, Paris: Challamel, Ainé.—This volume contains 
@ number of articles from the practised pen of M. Leon de 
Rosny, the perpetual secretary of the Ethnographical Society of 
Paris, author of several works on the Japanese language, on 
the figurative writing and hieroglyphics of various nations, 
ancient and modern, and, in conjunction with M. Cortambert, 
of an important descriptive work, illustrated with maps and 
engravings, entitled Tubleau de la Cochin Chine.* M.de Rosny 
treats of Annam, Siam, Persia, the Parsis and China, but his 
chief topics are Japan and the Japanese, for both of which he 
has an evident liking. Speaking of the laws of that empire, 
our author says :—“ I avow, however, that from certain points 
of view the Japanese code is excessively severe. On the other 
hand, the law is precise, clear, and simple, and every one is 
made acquainted with it at the earliest moment. Everything 
considered, Japanese legislation is as good as that of Europe; 
it punishes less frequently, without, however, allowing more 
guilty persons to escape, and with all its rigour causes less blood 
to be shed than our European laws.” M. de Rosny dwells 
forcibly on the superior position of Japanese women as com- 
pared with those of any other Eastern nation, and the follow- 
ing passage, if not over-coloured, may naturally make us ask 
whether we in the West can lay claim to such high praise :-— 

“The education of girls is the object of special attention with the 
Japanese. A woman is expected to know how to read and write thoroughly, 
which is not an easy matter considering the number and often complicated 
forms of the Japanese letters. She is expected to have some knowledge 
of history, geography, and the natural sciences, and her education is not con- 

idered complete unless she adds to these some talent for painting, music, 
and Women who excel in this last-named art, and they are not 
few in Japan, pass for accomplished women. Many poets of the fair 
‘sex enjoy ahigh reputation, and their works are in every one’s bands. 
There are few ladies in Japan who are not passionately fond of reading, 
and who do not give the greater portion of their time to the 
perusual of the romances and other works with which the literature 
of the country is annually enriched. Endowed with such an education, 
the woman of Japan becomes the life and soul of the family in which she 
‘enters: she takes an interest in her husband's affairs; she directs those of 
‘the house, and, when a mother, becomes the first instructress of her children. 
Besides the elementary knowledge which she is capable of disseminating 
around her, she teaches the precepts of religion, and inculcates the 
sentiments of family and of country in the hearts of her pupils. The 
three ideas of family, country and religion, are perhaps more intimately 
Bound up together in Japan than anywhere else, Each family is under 
care of a chief who reigns absolute master over the domestic hearth, 
and in the same way the nation is governed bya chief who reigns in the 
mame of the religious sovereign as his lieutenant and vicar. Thus is 
maintained throughout the whole Archipelago the sentiment of national 
unity which is the first condition as regards the duration and the future 
dott of States and peoples.” 

M. de Rosny’s opinions with respect to the Government of 
Japan will doubtless not be universally accepted, but his claim 
on behalf of that people of great superiority over their neigh- 
bours, not only with respect to capacity for practical matters, 
but in the knowledge of the principles of science and art, and 
for the care which they bestow on literature, will hardly be 
questioned. M.de Rosny’s book, hike that of every impartial 
and thinking man who has written upon Eastern nations, 
should teach us that we have a good deal to learn before we 
are in a position to decide on the relative advantages of our 
own civilisation as compared with that of other nations. M. 
de ‘Rosny has collected a great deal of interesting matter from 
ancient Chinese and other documents respecting Cochin-China, 
Annam, and Cambogia, and his papers relating to these coun- 
tries acquire an additional interest from the important events 
which have made Saigon a French dependence,

A capacious iron screw-steamer of 900 tons, with engines of 
nominally 150-horse power, built for the China trade, has been 
successfully launched from the works of Messrs. J. C. Godeffroy 
and Son of this city. She has been christened the China, and 
is the longest vessel ever built at Hamburg, her length on the

water line being 230 feet. On the slip just vacated by this 
launch another large iron vessel for the Eastern trade is to be 
constructed for account of another ship-owning firm of this city, 
the keel of which has already been laid down. 

The board of directors of the Suez Canal Company have in- 
vited the Board of Trade of this city to send delegates to Egypt 
to be present at the opening of the caval on the 9th of April, 
and to make the passage of the whole length from Port Said on 
the Mediterranean to Suez, and from Ismaila to Zagazig, in a 
barge drawn by a steam tug. The canal has at present every- 
where a minimum depth of five feet, with a width of fifteen 
metres. At the instance of the Canal Company, the adminis- 
tration of the French Post-office steamers in the Mediterranean 
have agreed to grant a very liberal reduction in the fare forthe 
compavy’s invited guests, who will be conveyed from Marseilles 
to Alexandria for the charge of 341 francs, and the same sum. 
for their return. During their stay in Egypt the expenses for 
board, lodging, and local conveyance of the invited delegates 
from their arrival at Alexandria on the 6th of April till their 
departure from thence on their return to Europe will be 
liberally borne by the Suez Canal Company, and suitable art 
rangements for that purpose are now being made by them a- 
Alexandria, Cairo, Suez, Port Said, Ismaila, and Zagazig.

HAMBURG. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Magca 24, ~ 

Last week a mecting of more than fifty of the most eminent 
merchants, manufacturers and shipowners of Copenhagen was 
held in the reading-rooms of the Exchange in that city, for the 
purpose of taking into consideration a proposal that has been 
started under very high patronago for the formation of a joint- 
stock shipping company, in shares, with a view to develop the 
Danish carrying trade in the Far East, Amongst the gentle- 
men present was Vice-Admiral Bille, who, it will be remem- 
bered, was sent on a diplomatic mission last year to Peking to 
exchange the ratifications of the Treaty of Commerce concluded 
between Denmark and China, and who communicated to the 
mecting some interesting particulars of the extent of the trade 
in China, and various episodes founded on the result of his 
own experience, As might have been expected, the general 
feeling of the meeting was highly favourable to the execation 
of the project. Several gentlemen of commercial experience aud 
high standing delivered their opinions as to the best course to 
be pursued, and all agreed that the time was well chosen, and. 
that there was every chance of its becoming a successful, 
Patriotic, and profitable undertaking. The mecting, over which 
presided Herr Hansen, Judge-Advocate of the Supreme Court 
at Copenhagen, eventually elected six gentlemen to form a pro- 
visional committee, and to draw up the prospectus and statutes 
of the new company, to be submitted at the next sitting. The 
gentlemen thus elected wero—Admiral Bille ; Privy Councillor 
of Legation, Mr. Strike; Mr. Boy, Councillor of State; Bank 
Director Tictgen; Mr. Le Maire, merchant at Copenhagen ; 
and Mr. Holm, shipowner at Aalborg. 

The lamented death of the late Sir Robert Schomburgk on 
the 11th inst., at Berlin, was inserted in the Hamburg papers 
by his brother, Mr. C. Schomburgk, a merchant in this city. 

I have to report the death of Mr. J. H. Baur, the senior 
partner of the old and eminent firm of Messrs. J. H. and G. 
F. Baur, of Altona, who have for many years had very ex- 
tensive dealings with China and other parts of the East, The 
deceased lived to the patriarchal age of ninety-six, aud during 
his long and successful commercial career had accumulated a 
Princely fortune, which rumour asserts to be forty millions of 
marks banco (about three millions sterling), the whole of which 
he bequeathes to his grandchildren, who carry on the business 
under the old firm, 

The proposed new flag for the Duchies of Schleswig and 
Holstein does not appear to find favour with the public, and at 
a meeting of shipowners and captains of vesscls held a few 
days ago at Altona, it was resolved by those present to decline 
the use of it, at all events till generally recognised by maritime 
States. One of the captains present related that after the 
revolution of 1848, when he was authorised to display the 
German tricolour (black, red and gold), he had occasion to visit 
Chineso and other ports in the East, and the flag being un- 
known and unrecognised, he was everywhere presumed to be a 
pirate. He therefore fully concurred with the opinion so un- 
equivocally expressed by the meeting, that under present cir- 
cumstances it was far more safe for them to sail under the 
Prussian or Austrian flag, of which they now enjoyed the 
option. In consequence of this decision, the eminont ship- 
builder and largo shipowner of Altona, Herr Dreyer, who is at 
prosent fitting out a vessel to load for China, has applied for 
and received permission from Berlin, to sail her under the 
Prussian flag, which is now pretty well known in the Far East. 

A painfully interesting letter from a young Hamburg sailor, of the name 
of Peter Christensen, to his parents in this city, came to hand by the last 
overland mail, with a description of his adventures and sufferings, he bei 
the sole survivor of the crew and passengers of the Hamburg three-maste 
schooner Canton, Capt. Neufing, totally lost in the Chinese waters in 
January last. ‘The ill-fated vessel was a fine craft of $27 tons, nearly new 
and well found, the property of Mr. J. Elder's, of this city, by whom 
she was built expressly for the China trade, and left this port last year. 
When the catastrophe occurred she was on a voyage from Swatow to 
Singapore and Penang, and had no less than 540 coolies on board as 
passengers, all of whom, together with the captain, mate, and a crew of 
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ten men, have found a watery grave, with the single exception of 
the young man Christensen. From his description, it appears that 
they Jef Swatow on the 2Mh of December, ant, aera prosperous 
rum, came in sight of the lighthouse of Pedro Branca in the 
Swraits of Singapore early in the morning of the 6th of January. 
About 4 o'clock am. the captain altered’ the course of his vessel and 
bare up to the north-west, when she suddenly struck with great violence 
on a sunken reef, and nearly filled with water. She, however, soon got 
off again and floated into deep water, but az the pumps were of no use 
and the vessel was quickly settling down there was no time to launch the 
barge stowed on deck, and only one small boat could be let down, but 
this was immediately swamped from overcrowding by the unfortunate 
coolies. In the meantime the foremast fell overboard, and the bows 
were under water. When the stern part of the vessel had sunk to within 
three feet of the surface, Christensen, who had lashed himself to a pl: 
jamped overboard, and was carried by the current to the island of Bitang, 
where be arrived on the 8th, baving been for fifty hours in the water. He was 
kindly received by the natives, and when he was somewhat recovered, for- 
warded to the hospital at Tandjang, Perang, where he wrote hisletter andex- 
pected shortly to be in acondition to be removed to Singapore. He appears 
to be the sole survivor, as assistance was sent off immediately to the North 
Coast, but the people retumed without finding any one alive, after 
burying eighty corpses that had been washed on shore, among whom were 
tes Europeans. The vessel was insured in this city for 150,000 marks 
neo.

RUSSIA. 


The Cabinet of St. Petersburg has"forwarded a circular to its diplomatic 
agents ad, with reference to the position of Russia in Central Asia. 
Russia, this document states, has had to take measures for imposing respect 
on inconvenient and turbulent neighbours, which bas been slso the task 
of the United States in America, of Holland in her colonies, and of 
England in India. This reason has actuated Russia in establishing her- 
self, upon the one side at Syr-Daria, and upon the other at Lake  Issyk- 
Koul, and in consolidating these two lines by advanced forts, which have 
gradually been pushed forward into the heart of those distant regions, 
without, however, securing the permanent tranquillity of the frontiers of 
the empire. For, first, between the extreme points of this double line 
there is an immense unoccupied space in which the forays of pillaging 
tribes continue to paralyse colonisation and hamper trade through 
caravans, Further, Turkestan and Kokand, now united, now sepa- 
rated, always atwar, either with each other or with Bokhara, render 
fixed relations and regular intercourse utterly impossible. The Cabinet 
of St. Petersburg is nevertheless unwilling to adopt the line of 
policy England has followed in India, by subjugating in detail the small 
adjoining States. Russia desires not to aggrandise herself beyond bounds in 
Central Asia, but to consolidate the organisation of the provinces she 
possesses, Thence the Russian Goverament has determined upon three 

incipal measures. First, that the two fortified lines, the one reaching 

m the Chinese frontier to Lake Issyk-Koul, the other extending from 
the Sea of Aral to Syr-Daria, should be united by fortified points, #0 as to 
place all the posts in a Postion mutually to support each other, and not 
to leave any gap through which the invasions of the nomadic tribes can be 
carried out with impunity. When the line is thus completely advanced, 
forts areto be established in sufficiently fertile places, not only to secure their 
provisionment, ‘but also to facilitate regular colonisation, an essential cone 
dition of the future prosperity of the country and of the civilisation of the 
neighbouring tribes. Lastly, this fortified line must be fixed in a defini- 
tive manner, in order that the Russian Government may escape dangerous 
encroachments, which, from reprisal to reprisal, would culminate ina 
Policy of unlimited extension. The circular concludes by alluding to the 
mission often attributed to Russi » to carry civilisation into the Asiatic 
countries adjoining the empire, Civilisation possesses no more effi 
agent than commercial rel these, which everywhere requi 
order and stability, render a radical transformation of manners in A: 
essential. Above all, it is important to make Asiatics understand that it 
will be more to their advantage to favour and protect trade through cara- 
‘vans than to plunder the traders, 




















































FRANCE AND THE FAR EAST. 


‘The Moniteur publishes a letter from Shanghai, according to which 
the inhabitants of Honan, who have hitherto been the staunch supporters 
of the Government, and afforded great assistance ia putting down the 
rebellion of the Taipings, are becoming very discontented themselves, and 
are preparing for a revolt, for which purpose they have engaged the 
services of Chen-Kao-Shui, formerly an Imperial general, but now in 
disgrace, and no longer in the army, to organise their military forces, The 
beads of the Honan authorities have already purchased for ready money 
a large quantity of arms and ammunition - amongst other things 10, 
Ibs. of gunpowder—from the European merchants at Bhanghel, In the 
other provinces, especially Kiang-su and Che kiang, a beter feeling oF 
royalty prevails, The fears entertained at Amoy of an attack from the 
rebels have for the present been dissipated, as the latter appear disinclined 
to come into contact with the foreign devils.” 

The Courier de Saigon of January 20 now announces officially that 
the French treaty with the Court of Aanam has not been ratified by the 
Emperor Napoleon, and adds that the original'draft of M. Aubaret has 
been mutilated by additional claims that cannot be allowed, as the King 
of Annam will not recognise the French protectorshipover the six pro- 
vinces that were ceded, and, moreover, had introduced new clauses 
tending to fetter the free extension of French commerce. For these 
reasons M. Aubaret refused his signature. ‘Tlie above-named colonial 
official organ states that the harbour and roadstead of Saigon presented a 
very lively appearance, and that last year more than fifiy vessels had 
cleared out with cargoes of rice for adjacent couatries where there was 
a scarcity of that graiu.

COLONEL GORDON. 


(THE TIMES.) 

The merchants who trade in China have done a graceful ect in sending 
Colonel Gordon home to us with a vote of thanks and congratulation. 
This officer has just closed a career of foreign service which reflects equal 
credit upon himself and upon the community which claims him as a com- 
patriot; and there is nothing exaggerated in the terms of the address 
which has been presented to him at Shanghai. His position has been, as 
the Shanghai merchants eay, one of unequalled dificulty. He has beea 
conspicuous for gallantry and for ability in organisation and command, 
and he has given to the Chinese Government an exainple of fore’e 
officer serving them with honourable fidelity and undeviating self 
respect. This spectacle of high principle and chivalrous conduct in a 
soldier who had every opportunity to satisfy any amount of greed of gain 
is not only gratifying to our national pride, but it is also valuable 
to our national interests. When a British officer is emancipated 
from the stringent obligations of his own service, and allowed to go forth 
with an independent command in a melée of barbarians, it is satisfactory to 
know that he comes back to us untarnished in fame, and that he has left 
behind him among those barbarians memories of acts of humanity, disin- 
terestedness, and gallantry which even they must admire, although they 
may feel no desire to imitate. Colonel Gordon seems to have well earned 
the golden opinions he has gained, and we think we may ratfy in Eng- 
land all the ferrid testimonies which come with him from China. 

To this Captain of Engineers the Chinese Government owes that the 
organisation of the rebellion is broken up, that the old capital of China 
is recovered to the Emperor, and that the silk districts are freed from 
the locusts that were devouring them. To him also the European com~ 
munity owes the comparative safety and quiet which exist in that portion 
of China which is most immediately concerned with our principal trading 
operations. It is now five yeara since the banditti, who had so long har- 
boured at Nanking, issued in what seemed tobe irresistible force from the 
shells of the cities whose substance they had devoured. They spread 
themselves over the great alluvial plains which lie between Nanking and 
Shanghai ; they sacked the towns, they slaughtered the people, and they 
drove before them an unresisting multitude, which no man might number, 
but which rolled on in waves of famine, until it surged against the outer 
ramparts of the European settlement at Shanghai, Then it was that the 
hideous scenes of slaughter and the broad horizon of blazing cities moved 
our Admiral and our Commander of the Land Forces to draw a cordon of 
30 miles round the settlement, and to make this a frontier line beyond 
which the murderers should not murder and wil which the fugitives. 
might at least starve in peace. The Chinese officials were abject and 
useless before this great invasion. They were ready to catch at any 
offer of assistance. Something must be done. These millions could not 
be left to starve in their asylum, where nothing was afforaed to them but 
immunity from violent death. ‘Then Grst arose the offers of foreign mer- 
cenary bands, who proposed to go beyond this cordon of 80 miles, and 
drive back the rebels, and recover the land from which the fugitives had 
been expelled. Ward, the American, a brave, energetic, but rapacious 
adventurer, who had been too unscrupulous to be tolerated even in Cali- 
fornia, was the first to raise arowdy band of European and American 
desperadoes, and to offer them for hire to the Chinese Governor of 
Shanghai. The exigency was so great that even our Admiral patronised 
“ General Ward,” and condescended to act with him. But the * General ” 
sold his victories at so much apiece, exacted contributions on every side, 
and was rather more formidable to the Chinese governors than to th 
Taipings. He was, however, brave, as a leader of ruffians need be, and 
be fell fighting. He was succeeded bv Burgevine, alvo an American, one 
of the episodes of whose career was his desertion to the Taipinys. It was 
the intolerable evils attendant upon the employment of these adventurers 
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which compelled the Chinese Governor of Shanghai to seply to Admiral 
Hope and Brigadier-General Stareley to nominate tome English officer, 
who might form a force of disciplined Chinese to act against the Taipings 
beyond the radius, This application led to the appointment of Captain 
Gordon, an officer of engineers, who had distinguished himself in the 
Crimea, and who was then serving at Shanghai. Gordon accepted the 
very perilous offer. He went upon half-pay, thus risking his prospects of 
promotion, and taking a step in which only one officer—a medical officer 
—was found to follow him. He applied himself diligently to the forma- 
tion of a force of 5,000 disciplined Chinese, whom he was compelled to 
officer by European soldiers and sailors and non-commissioned officers 
from the army and navy and mercantile marine. It was with these very 
dificult materials that Gordon did bis work. He assumed his command 
in March, 1868, By dint of « prompt provost-marshal he pommelled the 
Chinamen into a sense of the impropriety or impolicy of general 
plundering; by higher qualities of command be managed to oblain the 
Confidence and even the obedience of the rough soldiers whom he hed 
converted into lieutenants and captains and majors. In April, 1863, he 
took the field against 100,000 fighting Taipings, and he went out into 
those rast plains where the paddy fields and cotton Gelds alternate with 
taulberry plantations and bamboo groves, where a network of canals inter- 
sects the unvaryiog flats, and where nothing breaks the line of vision but 
the waving reeds of the funeral mounds and the charred ruins of walled 
cities. Here he worked with immense patience and courage. His diffi- 
culties were greater with his own troops than with theenemy. He could 
‘organise an artillery, be could teach the Chinamen to manage the cast- 
away smooth-bore muskets of the Indiga regiments, he could even form a 
steam navy of two boats drawing three feet of water each; but he could 
not always get the Chinese Governor to pay his troops, and he could not 
always get his troops to follow him without their pay. The barbarous 
names of the cities fe recovered would rather repel than excite the at- 
tention of the reader; and the slaughter he inflicted, the reverses he 
sometimes underwent, and the wounds he suffered would never give 
dignity or interest to a story which must be told of such places as Chang- 
Chow, Kin-Tan, and Sang Kiang. Soochow, however, may claim to be 
koown even in Europe ; for the city is famous for all that is imagined to 
be excellent in Chinese art, and has long been the seat of the most costly 
and elaborate manufactures which survive in that degenerating land. Hay- 
ing reduced all the surroundiag country, Gordon had planted breeching 
batteries round the walls of this city, and bad it in his power. The-Taip- 
ing chiefs, finding resistance hopeless, surrendered on conditions, and the 
troops of the Chinese Governor were admitted within the fortifications, 
The Chinaman immediately gave loose to his instincts, broke all engage- 
ments, and, despite Gordon’s indignation, the city was sacked. ‘This was 
an outrage which neither Gordon nor the British Government could en- 
dure. Gordon retired from the active service of the Chinese Government, 
Dut was persuaded after atime that the evils which would accrue from 
leaving his followers without aleader would be so great that he must con- 
tinue at least nominally at their bead. When thenews of the treachery of 
the Chinese Governor at Soochow reached England the order in council 
under which Colonel Gordon had obtained leave to serve was revoked, 
‘Gordon, however, had in the meantime accepted as his mission the task of 
destroying the rebellion, Althoughno longer able to command, he accom+ 
panied the Imperial army which besieged Nanking, and it was he who 
really took that city, Tho Chinese one to him the recovery of their 
empire. 

It must be admitted that these services have been handsomely acknow- 
Jedged by the Government of China. The Peking Gazette has followed 
the carecr of this officer victory by victory, and he bas received all sorts 
‘of quaint titles and high military grades in the Chinese service. On the 
other hand, he has been often let without money to pay his troops or 
rations to feed them, and he bas bad ample means of knowing how diifi- 
cultit is to prevent an Imperialist force in China from degenerating into 
Plunderers by sheer necessity. Ward and Burgevine were not without 
excuse for even their worst acts if such excuse can be found in the faith. 
lessness of their Chinese superior officers, and in the destitution among 
their followers, which the misconduct of these offici ecusioned, What- 
ever may be the credit due to Colonel Gordon for his skill and gallantry 
in the field, he deserves much greater credit for the higher moral qualities 
Which enabled him to refrain from acts of resentment under unmerited 
ill-usage, and to bold in hand a European staff recruited from a low class 
of Europeans and a barbarian soldiery who were generally unpaid and 
often ill-fed. This was what very few men could accomplish, and what 
nothing but a high sense of professional honour, and a deep feeling of 
responsibility for the character of his country and his service, could have 
given even to Colonel Gordon the strength of purpose to carry through 



































ALTERATIONS IN THE FRENCH MAIL SERVICE. 

A new convention, concluded between the French Government and 
the steam company of the “ Messageries Imperiales,” has been laid before 
the legislative body for their approbation and ratification, the chief stipu- 
Jations of which are as follows :—The branch line of steamers between 
Saigon and Manila is abandoned, and the company no longer bound to 
continue that service, by which a mileage of 7,264 marine leagues is 
aved. On the maia line to India and China the steamers will no longer 
‘touch at Penang,® thus effecting a further saving of 752 leagues. The 
compauy engages to run a monthly mail steamer, beginning on the 22nd 
of January, 1866, for the whole period of the contract, between Shanghai 
and Yokohama, in Japan, in connection with the line from Saigon to 
Shanghai, The distance between Shanghai and Yokohama is 345 
leagues, so that in twelve voyages out and home the steamers will pass 
over 8,280 leagues, The company binds itself that the mail steamers to 
the island of Reunion (formerly Bourbon) shall, from the 22nd July next 
to the 9th of September, 1871, go up to Suez instead of touching at 
Aden to receive and deliver the mails, as at present, calling off Mabé, 
with the exception of the monsoon months of June, July, and August. 
This line will be no longer a branch of the great India and China route, 
but s separate and independent one, to be called “the Reunion and

Mauritius Mail Line.” By this alteration the steamers will have to ran 
annually 10,464 leagues between Suez and Aden on the Reunion line, in 
addition to the other routes, down to the 9th of September, 1871. For 
the 8,280 leagues to be run between China and Japan, the company is 
to receive a compensation of 41 francs 22 centimes per Ivague, the 
same rate as is now paid for the line between Scigon and Shanghai, 
making an annual subvention of $41,901 francs 60 centimes. This 
subvention, payable in monthly instalments, will thus be as follows:—

From this it may be concluded that Dr. Rennie, the 
author of “ British Arms in China and Japan,” has by no means ex- 
aggerated the acts of these men in China, although a correspondent in the 
Army and Navy Gazette would have it s0 believed:—A return bas been 
issued, pursuant to a resolution of the House of Commons, showing the 
number of men flogged in the British army. whether at home, in India, 
or the colonies, in the year 1862, with details of their punishment, what 
for, when and where carried out, the number of lashes ordered, and if all 
were inflicted. Besides this, there is a simple return of the number of 
men who were during that time branded with the letter _D or with the 
letters B.C. One line suffices for the militia in these statistics, no tingle 
instance of either description of punishment having been ordered. In 
cavalry regiments but very few cases of flogging occurred; in no regiment 
more than three, and in many of those having any cases only one such 
punishment was carried out. The 3lst Regiment has a pre-eminence for 
the number of lashes which were inflicted in its ranks, thirty-three cases 
having been so punished; and the 67th Regiment comes next, with 
twenty-six cases. The others had much fewer. The 14th had fourteen ; 
the 19th, twelve ; Rifle Brigade, nine; the 8th, nine. Some others had 
nearly as many as this last; and a considerable number but very few. 
Many are not reported at all. ‘There were forty-three cases in the Royal 
Artillery, The number of lashes ordered was in almost every case fifty, 
and in very few instances was any part of the punishment remitted. Tae 
offences were in all places of ilar description ; insubordination, vio- 
lence to superiors, desertion, disgraceful conduct, making away with 
necessaries, habitual drunkenness, &c. In all there were 379 cases, 
for which 18,600 Isshes were decreed, and for which 18,180 were in- 
fisted, ‘There were 1,492 men marked with the D, and thirty-seven with

' The directors of the Scinde Railway Company have issued 
their tenth annual report, previous to the general meeting on 
the 29th of March. We observe that during the half-year 
ending December 31, 1864, the average weekly reccipts 
amounted to £1,679, 11s. 1d., the gross returns of the half- 
year being £43,668. 8s. 2d; the receipts per line of mile 
opened were £415. 17s. 9d., or £15. 19s. 11d. per week. The 
number of train miles run was 158,988, the total receipts per 
train mile being about 5s. 6d. From the commencement of 
the line £1,977,659. 3s, 8d. has been received, and 
£1,938,819. 7s. 11d. has been expended. The Indus Steam 
Flotilla, Punjaub Railway, and Delhi Railway Companies, have 
also issued their reports in conjunction with the Scinde.

THE EXPORT OF BULLION.

wonth by £2,663,500, and in the latter by £1,641,051 than in the same 
period of the previous year. The bulk of these moneys have, of course, 
gone to India, There is a falling off in the shipments this year at all 
Points | China is debited with £250,896 for January and February of 1854, 

t in the same months of this year we have despatched but £135,970, 
the greater portion, £98,672, in February. To Ceylon the dispro- 





portion in shipments‘is yet more striking, this island figuring for £19,746 
in the first two months of 1864, but only for £5,576 in the correspondin® 
period of the present year. Shipments to Penang, Batavia, and Siigo™ 
for the two months reach £127,179, against £54,923 in January and 
February, 1864. spatehed to Madras up to the Ist inst. specie and 
bullion of the value £125,169, against £236,894 last year.

In red leaf, 
dust siftings and broken leaf have met with fair inquiry, and, as 
the supply on offer is moderate, prices are maintained; the in- 
ferior to good flavoury as weil as Kaisow kinds are still in excess, 
and all sales have been in favour of buyers. Medium to fine 
Kaisow has been rather more inquired for, and last sales have recovered 
the decline noticed in our last; in finest the transactions are trifling. In 
Black leaf; Common to fair must be quoted lower, as well as good to 
medium ; some chops of strong Oopack kinds fetching Us. 4d. to Is. 5d. 
per Ib,, and with rather strong to strong Pekve flavour, at Is. 6d. to 
Is, 8d. per Ib., those with full Pekoe favour at Is. 9d. to Is. 11d. per Ib.

For a moment this news induced hopes that the ship was all right, and her 
premiums of insurance receded from 75 guineas to 50, but it was 
merely transitory, for on comparing the Oronies signalling with the 
Claramont’s speaking, it was at once seen that the Orontes saw her 
nearly in the same latitude and longitude on the 17th of January as 
spoken in by the Ida two months previously, a circumstance most re- 
markable, unless the Claramont had after she had left Ascension been 
blown back again round the Cape to the latitude mentioned. Tbe 
captain of the. Orontes was telegraphed to ascertain if he had any 
doubts as to the ship signalled being the Claramont; the answer was in 
the negati Tt has since transpired that the master of the Claramont 
Captain Macintosh, was seen on shore at Ascension on Dec. 8ih by Cap- 
tain Stewart, of the ship Edward Percy, from Hong Kong, who also sailed 
the same day for England, in company with the Claramont, but saw nothing 
of her afterwards, the Edward Percy, atriving at Liverpool as far back as 
Feb. 2 last. This information places the fate of the ship in the wore 
light that is possible, but still she may turn up. Eighty guineas of insurance 
has been paid on the ship. 

Caretown, Feb. 11.—About 600 tons of the cargo of the Johannes, 
Rademakers, from Batavia for Rotterdam, which put into Simons Bay, 
Dec. 6, leaky, will be laden on board the Gondola. 

Lisson.—March 14, The Priam, Irvine, from Glasgow, for Singapore, 
which put in bere, March 11, leaky, received pratique this morning, having 
had to perform three days’ quarantine through the want of a bill of health.
